THE DOCTOR WHO REPORTED- 
ly brought suspected hazing vic- 
tim Cris Anthony Mendez to а 
hospital in Quezon City has ap- 
peared before QC Police District 
investigators to personally hand 
in his sworn statement. 

Supt. Franklin Mabanag, 
QCPD Criminal Investigation 
and Detection Unit (CIDU) 
head, however, yesterday re- 
fused to divulge the contents of 
Dr. Francisco Cruz's statement. 

Cruz is the assistant chief of 
the ophthalmology department 
at the Veteran’s Memorial Medi- 
cal Center (VMMC) where he 
brought Mendez. He went to 
the СИ on Thursday evening. 

“Не told us he did not want 
the media hounding him for in- 
terviews that is why he wanted 
the meeting to be kept secret 
from the public,” Mabanag told 
the Inquirer, 

“We will assess how his affi- 
davit will help our investigation 
of the victim's death," the CIDU 
chief said, adding the doctor as- 
sured them he was not in hiding 
and was willing to cooperate 
with the investigation. 

Cruz, along with several other 
persons, took Mendez to the 
VMMC before dawn on Aug. 27 
where the badly beaten 20-year- 
old senior public administration 
student was declared dead on 
arrival by attending physicians. 

According to the security guard 
on duty at the VMMC, the persons 
who took Mendez to the hospital 
were in three vehicles—a white 
‘Toyota Innova, an Isuzu Trooper 
and a Nissan Frontier. 

Cruz was on the Innova, the 
guard said.

“The statements of the four 
witnesses are credible. They 
gave their respective statements 
separately and the facts in their 
affidavits jibed," he said,

tempt to settle the case. 

“Only those condoling with 
our loss have approached us.

ipino veterans who fought with US 
forces during World War II, while the. 
Senate version is an omnibus bill cov- 
ering benefits for all veterans of that 
war, both Americans and Filipinos. 

Philippine officials, veterans and Fil- 
ipino community leaders are lobbying 
for the two versions to be reconciled 
into one that would hew closer to the 
House version which provides higher 
benefits for Filipino veterans. 

In her notes, Ms Arroyo had this 
message to Bush: "When passed, the 
law will finally provide pension bene- 
fits for Filipino veterans. It is hoped 
that once the final version of the veter- 
ans bill is sent to the President of the 
United States, he will sign it into law

In detention, Erap freed to make history, build legacy

ап explosive sequel. 

Though locked up, Estrada, 70, nev- 
er lacked for comfort and counsel from 
family and supporters, political allies, 
legal and spiritual advisers, or any oth- 
er permitted visitor who thought noth- 
ing of making the two-hour drive from 
Metro Manila to his vacation estate in 
Tanay, Rizal, just to wish him well. 

He has apparently made good use of 
his house arrest, transforming the 
tightly guarded property in ways that 
may be reflective of his state of mind. 


Celebrating life 

Apart from making the improve- 
ments needed for his stay, Estrada has 
built a private museum celebrating the 
life and defending the honor of the 
man who dramatically fell Копа power 
and was the center of the biggest cor- 
ruption trial in the country since the 
Marcos graft cases. 

He has also constructed his final 
resting place—a tomb of brownish 
marble set in the shade of a solitary 
balete tree and against a wall bearing 
his carved portrait and a line from one 
of his speeches as President. 

“I don't want neighbors,” а smiling 
Estrada said last Tuesday, displaying 
the "Erap" wit that became his trade- 
mark starting from his days as a swag- 
gering action hero to his shifting for- 
tunes as a politician. 

All these efforts to boost his spirit, 
the grand attempts to redeem his place 
in history, will be tested in court on 
judgment day. 


Sleepless nights 

‘Turning somber, Estrada admitted to 
lately “having a hard time going to 
sleep,” over both the court verdict and 
the failing health of his 102-year-old 
mother, Mary Bjercito. 

"Thats the sad part; [they] came at 
the same time,” Estrada told the Iquin- 
ва. “Most of the time I just don't talk be- 
cause my mind is busy [pondering] 
what's going to happen—to my mother 
and to my verdict that is about to come.” 

"Thats why I'm having sleepless 
nights,” he said. "I really cannot ex- 
press to you how 1 feel. I feel so de- 


y 


pressed. It’s my style not to show it. All 
my friends, they come here, I don't 
show my depression. Even [in the 
past]. But now its different. Some- 
times I can only fall asleep at almost 6 
in the morning, and get only about two 
hours of sleep." 

(Estrada, the eighth in a brood of 10 
and reputedly his mother’s favorite 
child, was allowed by the Sandigan- 
bayan to again visit her today at a hos- 
pital in his hometown San Juan, most 
likely for the last time before Sept. 12.) 

The man recalled that after his 
ouster and subsequent arrest in 2001 
and up to 2002, “we tried to keep [my 
mother] from getting the news on tele- 
vision and the papers, but eventually 
she learned about it." 

"She's always been so worried about 
me ever since. I've been wanting to 
have this case finished before she dies, 
for her to see that I'm free,” he said. 


Virtual freedom 

‘And yet, Estrada remained virtually 
free to call the shots from his gilded 
prison. 

Maintaining a formidable party ma- 
chinery and media arm, and ever sur- 
rounded by politicians feeding off his 
clout, he kept powerful sway over both 
‘candidates and voters in the three na- 
tional elections held since his ouster. 

А sought-after endorser during the 
campaign season, he produced two op- 
position senators from his family—his 
"wife Luisa and co-accused son Jing- 
goya feat which he considers a "vin- 
dication” at the bar of public opinion 
that no court verdict can nullify. 

He never ceased to be the “usual sus- 
pect” behind the purported destabiliza- 
tion plots against his successor, Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo, but was never 
formally charged as a coup plotter. 

The most serious allegation against 
him was made by the US government 
in connection with an espionage case 
against Philippine-born US intelli- 
gence agent Leandro Aragoncillo and 
former Supt. Michael Ray Aquino. 

(Estrada, Sen. Panfilo Lacson and for- 
mer Speaker Amulfo Fuentebella were 
tagged by an American lawyer as "con- 
spirators in a plot to get US intelligence 
materials” through Aragoneillo to be used

against Ms Arroyo. Estrada admitted re- 
ceiving documents but denied wrongdo- 
ing, saying "there was nothing classified" 
in the papers he had received.) 


Leeway 

Most of Estrada's requests to leave 
detention for a few hours or days were 
granted. The court gave him leeway to 
take short trips for reasons that ran the 
gamut from medical checkups and fam- 
ily occasions to special public affairs 
that enabled him to address big crowds 
and make newspaper headlines. 

He flew to Hong Kong for knee 
surgery, received eye treatment in 
Muntinlupa, bathed in miraculous wa- 
ters in Caloocan, attended the wakes 
of his friends (actors Fernando Poe Jr. 
and Nida Blanca), spoke before El 
Shaddai devotees at the Quirino 
Grandstand, 

Оп record, Estrada has been de- 
tained in five different places since his 
arrest on April 25, 2001. 

He (and Jinggoy) first spent three 
nights in Camp Crame, after being tak- 
en by police from his residence in 
Greenhills, San Juan. 

Оп April 28, he was transferred to the 
presidential suite of the Veterans Memo- 
rial Medical Center in Quezon City, 

He was then airlifted to Fort Sto. 
Domingo, a police training camp in 
Sta, Rosa, Laguna, at the onset of the 
May 1 “Edsa Tres” riots, when thou- 
sands of supporters enraged by his ar- 
rest marched from the Edsa Shrine to 
lay siege on Malacaftang but were re- 
pulsed by police in а bloody confronta- 
tion just outside the Palace gates. 

Не was brought back to the УММС 
on May 12 and remained there up to 
Oct, 16, 2003, after which he was 
moved to Camp Capinpin, base of the 
Army's 2nd Infantry Division, in Tanay. 

Finally, on March 5, 2004, the court 
let him literally cross the highway from 
the camp and settle in the spacious en- 
virons of his rest house, nestled in а 15- 
hectare property bought when he was 
still in show biz and developed as a site 
for shooting his movies. 


Legacy 


In Tanay like any other accom- 
plished retiree, he is engaged in relax- 


ing backyard activities—and more. 

He tends a vegetable garden and rice 
paddies, raises tilapia, and keeps an ev- 
er-growing menagerie of pigs, ducks, 
chickens, swans, horses and ostriches. 

He had an old chapel renovated, but 
he also designed a "Maranao Village,” 
an enclave where he entertains guests 
in a Moro-inspired pavilion. 

But for his biggest projects while in 
detention, Estrada embarked on major 
repair—not on some structure, but оп 

legacy and how history might judge 
in the end. 
"In case anything happened to me, 
this museum will vindicate me,” he 
said, referring to the "Library and 
Archives” that he had built on the high- 
est point of his landscaped property. 

About half of the displays retrace his 
flm career spanning nearly three 
decades and 166 movies, “where 95 per- 
cent of the time, I played the role of the 
poor and marginalized” and in the pro- 
cess "learned things [about the poor] 
which no one would learn in Harvard.” 

These include Erap mannequins de- 
picting his more famous roles (like the. 
righteous urban toughie Asiong Salon- 
ga), movie posters and still photos, 
and acting awards.

Off-screen mementos 

The other half of the museum deals 
with his more riveting triumph and 
tragedy off-screen. 

Mementos from his short-lived pres- 
idency include the three different 
barong he wore on his inauguration 
day, and the actual jeepney used for his 
‘Jeep ni Erap” presidential campaign 
motorcades. 

There is abundant material from his 
earlier terms as mayor of San Juan, 
senator, and Vice President cum anti- 
crime czar, 

There is also a 50-seat mini-theater 
where the Erap saga is told in а hour- 
longdocumentary. 

The library proper contains more 
presidential paraphernalia, gifts and 
souvenirs from his foreign trips, and cu- 
Новев like a sword from Sultan Bolki- 
ah of Brunei and a boxing glove signed 
by ring champion Manny Paquiao, 
"when he was still not that popular." 

Overhead, circling the stately room, 


hang portraits of past Philippine Presi 
dents, But unless Estrada points it out 
a visitor is likely to miss the point 
There is no picture of Ms Arroyo. 
“legitimate, eh,” he quipped, adding 
that in place of her portrait he would 
soon put up that of Poe, his best buddy 
‘who lost to Ms Arroyo in the 2004 presi 
dential election that was later tainted by 
the “Hello Garci" wiretapping scandal. 
‘And then there's a portion—a narrow 
passage, actually—called “The Dark 
Place of Democracy" depicting the "Ed. 
sa Dos" uprising from the bitter point ot 
view of the unseated 13th President. 
Everything here is pitch dark except 
for the backclit, poster-size reproduc 
tion of that historic mug shot of Estra 
da that was taken at Camp Crame on 
the day he was arrested, as well as 
wall-mounted “clippings” from foreign 
media commentaries that cast doubt 
on whether the rule of law, and not 
mob rule, had marked his downfall. 


Being prepared 

Just outside the museum is Estrada's 
future grave, at the corner of a court- 
yard lined with benches and which, on 
а good day, draws a gentle breeze from 
the Sierra Madre. 

“I just want to be prepared. At least I} 
know where people would come to vis-} 
kma aai 

Already, Estrada said, this had beent 
his favorite spot for prayer and con- 
templation. Next to the marble tomb! 
and at the foot of the balete tree is a 
rockon which he would sit as early as 6 
a.m, and just let time pass. 

Не talked about transformation: “In. 
the first three years (since my ouster], 
there was so much hate inside me over 
what happened. After that I recovered’ 
because I've been praying, I've learned 
to tell myself: Just forget both the good 
things you've done to others and the 
wrong things done to you, 

"So my feeling became lighter. Di ko: 
na pinag-iisipan ang gantihan (Tm no 
longer thinking of revenge), whatever 
Ihave forgiven all of them.” 

‘Anticlimactic? Come Sept. 12, bar- 
ring hitches, the Erap epic movie on’ 
the Filipino mind may finally have a 
fitting ending. 

Or maybe not. 
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Hi-tech RP passports 
to roll out this month 


BEGINNING SEPT. 17, THE DEPARTMENT 
of Foreign Affairs will be accepting applica- 
tions for the new machine readable pass- 
ports (MRP) from first-time applicants, 
those renewing their old passports, over- 
Seas Filipino workers—and senior citizens. 

Under the new system, all applicants have 
to personally appear, sign and affix their 
thumbprints to their application forms before 
a consular officer at the DFA. 

‘They are now required to submit three 
passportsize photographs taken against a roy- 
al blue background, instead of the usual white 
background. The photograph, signature and 
thumbprints of the applicant will be stored in 
the passport database. 

Ап MRP is a passport where the data on the 
identity page is encoded in optical character 
recognition format. Many countries began to 
issue MRPs in the 1980s although the roll-out 
ofthe technology to smaller overseas missions. 
was slow in many instances. 

Member-countries of the International Civil 
‘Aviation Organization have until September 
2010 to fully comply with the MRP 

‘Under the system, a machine-generated ap- 
plication form is printed with the personal de- 
tails of the applicant. The signature of the ap- 
plicant on the form indicates that he had read 


and verified the contents thereof. 

The passport fee remains at P500 for regular 
_ processing and P750 for express processing. 

Because of the shift to the new system and 
the expected surge in the number of appli- 
cants, the latter are advised to apply for or re- 
new their passports way ahead of their expect- 
ed date of travel. 

Applicants who apply for regular processing 
can get their passports after 14 working days 
while those who apply for expedited processing 
can get their passports after seven working days. 
Once the flow has normalized, the processing 
time will be reduced accordingly the DEA said. 

Efforts also are underway to reduce the ap- 
plication procedure from three steps to two 
steps—processing and payment. 

Other requirements remain the same. For 
first-time passport applicants, they must sub- 
mit their NSO birth certificates and docu- 
ments of identity. For those renewing their 
passports, they must bring their old passport 
for cancellation. 

Applicants in the provinces may apply for 
the MRP at the DFA regional consular offices 
starting October. 

Green or manually encripted passports 
shall remain valid until their expiry date.

Once the quarters for officers 
of the Philippine Air Force 
(PAF), the seminary opened in 
December 2006 as the central- 
ized formation house for semi- 
narians raring to serve as chap- 
lains for the nation’s soldiers, 
policemen, firefighters, jail 
guards and members of the 
Philippine Coast Guard. 


Centralized formation house 

“In this formation house, we 
prepare them (seminarians); 
ме have a program they have 
to learn. They are already ex- 
posed to the different branches 
of service [of the Armed 
Forces] so that they will be 
aware of the way of life of a 
chaplain,” says Fr. Art Orense, 
seminary rector. 

"Thats why in this case, I 
think it is very instrumental to 
have one formation house, to 
bring them together in one 
community because before they 
меге scattered,” says Orense, 
the third priest ordained in the. 
military diocese in 1991. 

The Domus Josephi seminary 
is the lone institution in charge 
of the pastoral formation of the 
Military Ordinariate of the 
Philippines, a diocese for the 
Armed Forces. 


Purification of motives 

‘The Domus Josephi, which is 
Latin for "House of Joseph" is 
where future chaplains under- 
go "purification of motives" for 
Choosing the vocation. This 
journey can take from 10 to 12 
year before they may be 
deemed worthy to stand at the 
altar in front of a congregation 
to say Mass or administer the 
sacraments. 

“We learn the Bible, we learn 
the word of God, зо when we 
get out of this house, we preach 
the gospel to the men and wom- 
еп in uniform,” Orense says. 

The ordinariate had been 
waiting for such a formation 
house since it was established in 
1986, the year the Holy See ele- 
vated the world’s military vi- 
cariates to diocese level. (The 
Philippines’ military vicariate 
was created via a sacred decree 
in December 1950.) 

An organization of military 
wives and private individuals 
help fund the daily needs of the 
formation house, according to 
Orense. 

"Since 1986, we've been 
praying for a formation house. 
Last year we talked to the previ- 
ous Air Force commanding gen- 
eral, Lt. Gen. Jose Reyes, if we 
could utilize this as the forma- 
tion house. We are very grateful 


to the PAF family for giving us 
this,” says Fr. Pius Alejo, the 
PAF5 acting chief chaplain. 


It’s always Christmas here 

The Domus Josephi seminary 
was so named by the military 
ordinary, Bishop Leopoldo Tu- 
mulak, after Joseph the Carpen- 
ter, the man who raised Jesus 
Christ as his own son. 

"That's why here its always 
Christmas," says Orense, point- 
ing to a pot of poinsettias 
adorning the етіпагу quaint 
adoration chapel. 

“[We are celebrating] the life 
of Jesus, and because Joseph 
took care of him, so we will also 
take care of the word of God,” 
he says. 

Domus Josephi now stands as 
the lone institution that pre- 
pares seminarians to take on 
the life of a chaplain, one that 
entails saying Mass near the 
battlefront, sleeping in ham- 
mocks in а military base up the 
mountain, and attending to 
grieving families of fallen sol- 
diers. 

“Whether or not there is con- 
flict, we need chaplains to take 
care ofthe spiritual needs of the 
personnel and their families. So 
in the training of military per- 
sonnel, we need to instill in 
them religious values and moral 
values, to be god-fearing and to 
help them be good soldiers," 
says Fr. Romy Convocar, a for- 
mer Navy chaplain and now a 
formator at the seminary. 

As priests under the military 
ordinariate, chaplains acquire 
an officer's rank in the military 
upon ordination should they 
choose to seek commissionship, 
according to Alejo. Thus, mili- 
tary priests also wear the ser- 
vice uniform besides holy vest- 
ments, bearing the cross as their 
rank insignia. 


Noncombatants 

Chaplains, however, are 
strictly noncombatants, says 
Convocar, protected under in- 
ternational law from the vio- 
lence of battle despite their 
membership in the military. 

Currently the Philippines has 
60 Roman Catholic chaplains 
assigned to different camps 
around the country along with 
ministers of other religions dis- 
patched for the same mission. 

“Where we are needed, we 
respond. Whatever is the situa- 
tion, whether in conflict or 
peace time, a priest, a chaplain 
will always be willing to move. 
We give them (soldiers) spiritu- 
al guidance and counseling so 
once they deploy, they are pre- 
pared spiritually and morally" 
says Alejo, who has the rank of

‘Domus Josephi is now home 
to 14 seminarians, including 
three “freshmen” who started 
the journey to chaplainship in 
May after months of tedious 
screening. They were picked 
from 50 applicants following a 
series of written tests and inter- 
views 

Eleven others had, mean- 
while, received earlier training 
in different seminaries offering 
chaplainship training for 
would-be priests, and then 
brought together in the forma- 
tion house as soon as it opened. 


Much more fun 

“I am used to this kind of 
community because I had earli- 
er attended a seminary ... [But] 
T consider this new because the 
military diocese has long been 
here, but this is the first time 
that we got together" says 
Alferdo Era, a 23-year-old Zam- 
boanga City native. 

"Before, seminarians of the 
military ordinariae would see 
each other once a year during 
our annual retreat. Then we go 
to different camps for exposure. 
Afterward, we go back to our re- 
spective seminaries. Now, їз 
much more fun,” Era says. 

The seminarians are all phi- 
losophy graduates who are in 
various levels of training. The 
entire program is based on four 
basic aspects of formation. 


4 basic aspects 

“First, we have what we call 
human formation. That i 
volves personal and communi- 
ty life. The other one is aca- 
demic (theology studies), 
then the spiritual formation 
which we have here, then pas- 
toral formation, which we do 
through exposure in military 
camps,” says Convocar, Do- 


mus Josephi's spiritual direc- 
tor and procurator. 

Within this four-pronged 
course, two seminarians are in 
entry-level residency, a six- 
month program that entails 
staying in different military 
camps for exposure to the sol- 
dier's way of life and familia 
ization with а chaplain's 
work. 

Another two are under a six- 
month program for spiritual 
pastoral formation and a 101 
class on the Philippine military 
ordinariate. 

Six seminarians, who had 

earlier trained in different se 
naries, are separately finishing 
the theology course: Four at the 
Don Bosco Center of Studies in 
Parafiaque City, one in a semi- 
nary in Jaro, Iloilo, and another 
in Tagaytay City. 
Two are in pre-deaconal 
training while two are in regen- 
су а guided, year-long, out-of- 
seminary experience where 
seminarians are given the 
chance to again taste the out- 
side life and contemplate on 
whether they are indeed des- 
tined fora chaplain's life. 


One thingin common 

Their backgrounds may be 
varied and their personalities 
different, but Domus Josephi's 
residents have one thing in 
‘common. In their sought voca- 
tion, they have found a balance 
berween the contradicting 
dreams of serving the Armed 
Forces and serving the Catholic 
Church. 

As Era puts it: “Its a perfect 
combination: I [want] to be- 
come a priest and I also want to 
be part of the military. It’s a bal- 
ance, its a meeting point of my 
interests.” 

Once a corps commander in 
his high school, 27-year-old 


Teddy David thought he would 
join the military after a hearty 
training in the reserved officers 
corps throughout school. That 
was until he heard heaven call- 
ing. 


Fusion of dreams 

“My first love was to become 
a soldier. That's why I trained in 
CAT (Citizens Army Training) 
and took up advanced training 
course in ROTC (Reserved Offi- 
cers’ Training Course) ... After 
that—I don't know—but I [felt] 
Iwas called by God for this vo- 
cation. And then I entered the 
seminary,” says the Bicol native, 
who entered his first seminary 
in 1998. 

Jamester Arandia of Batan- 
gas found it hard to choose be- 
tween joining the Armed Forces 
and training to become a 
tary chaplain. At the crossroad, 
it was God who decided for 
him. 

“Т took the entrance exam at 
the PMA (Philippine Military 
Academy). I failed. T took that 
as God's clear sign that 1 should 
pursue my dream of becoming a 
military chaplain. That was the 
first time I felt 1 was called by 
God to this vocation,” says 
Arandia, who was an altar boy 
in his teenage years. 

Tt was his mother's devotion. 
to the Catholic faith that led 
Joey Silvio, 26, to the seminary. 
He dreamt of becoming a sol- 
dier as a young boy, but his in- 
terest was swayed to the 
Church's way because of his fre- 
quent visits to his local parish 
with his mother, Clarita. 


Mysterious ways 

It took him years to decide 
whether or not to pursue the 
chaplain’s vocation. He first 
took a break from formation 
and worked in Manila while he

"(Caparas' wife) Donna Villa, 
who was standing next to me 
when the President issued her 
directive, was shocked just like 
me. She immediately relayed 
GMA's message to Direk Carlo.

In less than a week—actually 
five days—we were able to 
wrap up work on what is now 
the Kalasag komiks project,” re- 
called Alvarez.

Kalasag 
means shield or armor in bat- 
tle,” she added. 


Personal contribution 

The first issue of Kalasag fea- 
tures three Caparas stories: The 
cover piece “Ulan, Ulan,” “Sa 
Akin ang Gubat, Sa Iyo ang Da- 
gat" and “Batas ng Dugo.” It i 
cludes Santos "Ang Tubig ay 
Buhay” and Ofelia Concepcion's 
"Ang Huling Bulate sa Lupa." 
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„ Simply Creative 


Kalasag illustrators include 
industry heavyweights Кап! 
Comendador, Nestor Malgapo, 
Marvin Romero and Arnel Ave- 
ша. 

Ina phone interview, Caparas 
expressed pride in writing for 
Kalasag: “Thats my personal 
contribution to the govern- 
ments environmental conser- 
vation measures, as well as the 
worldwide campaign to avert 
the calamitous Спасе 
change." 

Caparas had the peace pro- 
cess in mind when he wrote 
“Batas ng Dugo,” a short story. 
[It is] the tale of two students, 
one Christian and the other 
Muslim. One later became a sol- 
dier and the other a rebel," he 
said. 

"The story's message? There 
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are no winners in a military 
conflict. Kapwa sugatan ang 
bawat panig (Both sides are 
wounded),” said Caparas, who 
has written about 800 komiks 
novels in a span of 30 years. 


Water stories 

Kalasag also carries the 
Earthsavers Movement contri- 
butions “Climate Change Solu- 
tions: What can you do right 
now?" and the group's com- 
mandments on the proper use 
of water resources, 

Cecile Alvarezs husband, 
presidential adviser on agrarian 
reform and ex-Sen. Heherson 
Alvarez, is Earthsavers Move- 
ment founding chair. 

The NCCA head said publish- 
ing Kalasag was "relatively 
cheap." 

“Parang pakiusap lang sa mga 
kaibigan (its like asking a favor 
from friends). Actually, we 
shared resources,” she said. 

Оп orders of the President, 
copies of Kalasag are being dis- 
tributed by the National Disas- 
ter Coordinating Council, De- 
partment of Environment and 
Natural Resources, Depart- 
ment of Education and the NC- 
CA. 
According to Alvarez, they 
are seriously considering “a fol- 
low-up issue to Kalasag.” 

“We plan to integrate the mil- 
lennium development goals 
and feature the country’s 
heroes," she said. 


Komiks congress 
The NCCA is instrumental in 


reviving the moribund komiks 
industry. The agency sponsored 
several activities that Caparas 
had proposed, like the First 
Komiks Congress and the 
Komiks Caravan where Ca- 
paras, a film director and his 
wife Villa, a movie producer, 
embarked on a series of semi- 
nars Гог budding writers and 
artists in various parts of the 
country. 

Next Tuesday, the NCCA is 
holding the second Komiks 
Congress at its Intramuros 
headquarters in Manila. 

‘Two months ago, the Presi- 
dent joined Caparas, Villa and 
Alvarez during the media 
launch of five new titles: Taga- 
log Komiks, Gwapo Komiks, Su- 
per Funny Komiks, Pilipino 
Klasiks and OFW Super Stories. 

They are set to hit the streets 
late next week. Each title costs 
P10 per issue. 

Sterling Paper Products, 
maker of notebooks, is publish- 
ing the comic books. 


Pilipino klasiks 

The first issue of Pilipino 
Klasiks, which carries the Ca- 
paras novel “Kroko, Takas sa 
Zoo,” has the most impressive 
artwork. Its cover shows a rep- 
tile character drawn by Hal 
Santiago, one of the country's 
top illustrators. 

‘Another Caparas story, “An- 
dres de Saya, Chairman ng mga 
Такиза (which is short for takot 
за asawa or afraid of his wife),” 
is featured in OFW Super Sto- 
ries. 


“prayed hard for discern: 
ment.” In 2006, his prayers 
were answered. 

“I found that I was missing 
life in the seminary where I ex- 
perienced love from people | 
met. So I went back and learned 
about the military diocese. 1 re- 
alized I can be a soldier and a 
priest at the same time,” Silvio 
says. 

“Its like hitting two birds 
with one stone. 1 serve the 
church and ... at the same time, 
1 get to serve the country. God 
really moves in mysterious 
ways,” he says. 

Siquijor-born Eric Mark 
Opaon, 23, "had a shift in 
thought" from his earlier desire 
to become a soldier when he 
was attracted to the white vest- 
ments of his neighborhood 
priest whenever he attended 
Mass. 


The risks 

The risks that come with a 
chaplain's Ше do not faze him. 

“For me, danger is everywhere. 
You only have to entrust your 
whole self to God,” Opaon says. 

Besides formal formation, 
the experience of living togeth- 
er in the seminary has taught 
them a lot. They run the house- 
hold without any outside help, 
splitting errands and sharing 
chores day by day. 

The demands of a holistic for- 
mation have only served to 
deepen the seminarians’ devo- 
tion to their vocation. 

‘And while they leave it up to 
God to tell them to stay or to show 
them the door, they are very much 
at home inside Domus Josephi. 

"There's a saying "if you nev- 
er settle, you will never build.” 
Now, I'm pretty sure that 'm re- 
ally into this vocation. Yet the 
circumstances, we don't have a 
hold on that. And also, we don't 
know God's plan for us. But Lam 
depending my vocation on 
God," Era says. 


No question 

"As early as now, I think my 
commitment is 90 percent. The 
remaining 10 percent, of 
course, is the what ifs, like 1 do 
not know for sure if [one day] 
Till wake up and realize that this 
is not my calling. So Гат still 
open to that possibility that, 
maybe, God does not really 
want me to become a priest,” 
Opaon says. 

For Arandia, there is no ques- 
tion. 

"T can say that I am highly 
committed to this. 1 would ex- 
change my life for this because 
God has given me the task of 
sharing goodness with our sol- 
diers,” he says. 


When interviewed, Caparas 
asserted that the local komiks 
trade is "once again alive and 
well.” 

Reviving what he once de- 
scribed as a “vanishing culture 
is a “work in progress, 

“Reviving komiks is my mis 
sion,” Caparas said. 


Giving something back 

He earlier told the INouints 
he wanted “to give something 
back to society. My legacy as : 
komiks novelist would b 
meaningless if 1 did not impar 
to this generation the knowl 
edge and wisdom of my experi 
ence." 

From his first short stor 
“Akong Nagmamahal Sa lyo, 
which appeared in the Pablo S 
Gomez publications in 1967 
the factory hand cum securit 
guard churned out one hit nove 
after another, 

Among his very popula 
komiks novels were “Citadel 
“Till Death Do Us Part,” “Kis 
My Feet,” “The Hero,” "Angel 
Markado,” “Totoy Bato,” "An 
Panday,” "Kung Tawagin Siya 
Bathala," "Somewhere 
“Pieta,” "Mong," "Harimanok 
"Andres de Saya,” “Juan Torn 
do” and “Bakekang.” 

“Bakekang” ran for sever 
years and was adapted for t 
silver screen with Nora Aunor 
the title role. Just recently, СМ 
7 turned it into a top-rating t 
lenovela. 

Caparas’ diario novela, 
Have and To Hold," is being s 
rialized in the INQUIRER. 
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Epileptics seize the moments to live normally 
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long-held misconceptions about it. 

Rose Marie Espina of Miag-ao, 40 km 
from Пойо City, started having seizures in 
1978—episodes when her eyeballs would 
roll and her limbs became rigid. She was 
then 26. 

The seizures held no time or place sa- 
cred. She had them even in church, sending 
other churchgoers scurrying away, afraid of 
contagion or plain embarrassed for her. 

‘A medical technology graduate and the 
eldest of four sisters, Rose married at 24, 
settled in Cebu and had a son at 25. 

But far from enjoying peaceful domestic- 
ity, Rose was a battered wife. She left her 
husband when she was 26. 

Her mother came to collect her and her 
six-month-old son, and they resettled in the 
family home. 


Priests, quack doctors 

Roses first seizures occurred a few 
months after her separation from her hus- 
band. They became frequent, occurring 
twice a week. 

With no neurologist in her town, Rose 
was misdiagnosed several times over. She 
was exorcised by priests, treated by quack 
doctors—the works. 

In 1983, her “mysterious” condition was 
diagnosed as epilepsy by Dr. Elma S. Mara- 
non, a neurologist. 

But the identification of her condition 
proved to be little consolation for Rose. 
Much damage had been done. 

“Му father disowned me and told me that 
Thad brought shame to the family name,” 
Rose told the Inquire in a phone interview. 

Her father and sisters did not want to be 
identified with her. Worse, she was forced to 
stay away from her son, with her family fearing 
that she would strangle him during a seizure. 

‘Maranon referred Rose to a psychiatrist, 
Dr. Henrietta Cabado, to help her regain 
her self-esteem. 

Rose was also appointed sanitation in- 
spector at the Department of Health—a job 
that gave her “the therapy of diverting my 
attention from a family that never support- 
ed me emotionally" 

But during that time, too, her seizures 
became more frequent. She assumed that 
fatigue was causing it. 


"Don't give up’ 

With her meager salary, Rose was forced to. 
cut back on her antiepilepsy medication. Her 
parents refused to give her financial help, 
reasoning that she was, after all, employed. 

Despondent, she was wracked by 
thoughts of ending her life. 

In 1990, Rose became a born-again 
Christian, 

She said her parents, devout Catholics 
who had earlier “adopted” seven seminari- 
ans and paid their tuition, were infuriated, 
They demanded that she leave the house 
and never return, 

One night after regaining consciousness 
from a seizure, Rose was approached by her 
son, by then 10 years old. He whispered to her: 
“Please don't give up. I love you and we only 
have each other. Please dont leave me alone.” 

‘That was all she needed to hear. With 
fresh hope, she complied with her neurolo- 
gists treatment recommendations, and lat- 
er organized a support group for PWEs and 
represented the Philippines in an Asean 
conference on epilepsy. 

She also made peace with her repentant 
ex-husband. 

Her epilepsy triggers having been identi- 
fied, Rose, now 57, has been seizure-free 
for four years now. She still works as a sani- 
tation inspector at the DOH, 

She has been bypassed a number of times 
in the promotion list because of her condi- 
tion—despite an exemplary record—but 
she shows no bitterness. 

Rose lives with her 34-year-old son (who is 
as loving as ever, she said), his wife, and the 
family’s bundle of joy—a granddaughter. 


Out for 20 minutes 

Jeannie Desiree Dumlao-Khonghun de- 
veloped epilepsy at 21 in her third year of a 
tourism course at the University of the 
Philippines їп Diliman, Quezon City. 

Before then, she was a well-traveled 
grade school student with the UP Cherubim 
and Seraphim choir, and a delegate to the 
18th Ship for Southeast Asian Youth Pro- 
gram. She was also an active officer of the 
Young Women's Christian Association of 
Quezon City and the National YWCA. 

In February 1992, Jeannie blanked out 
for 20 minutes while talking with her mom. 

She was diagnosed with complex partial 
seizures, and, like Rose, was told that her con- 
dition was idiopathic (of unknown causes). 

Jeannie bought books and magazines to 
learn about her condition. 

She went back to school after taking a 
semester off, and gathered emotional sup- 
port from family and friends (her sisters of- 
fered to take turns riding to UP with her). 

And instead of hiding the condition from 
her classmates, Jeannie made it a learning 
opportunity for them. She taught them her 
symptoms—'T stare blankly, fidget, or do 
automatic movements"—to make sure she 
would not hurt herself during seizures, 


Told to quit 

Because of the effect of stress and short 
memory loss on her condition, she was not 
allowed to take more than 10 units per 
semester. Nevertheless, she graduated, al- 
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beitlater than her batch mates. 

Jeannie got a job in an art museum, but 
she did not disclose that she had epilepsy. 
She reasoned that her condition was man- 
ageable, 

‘On her first day of work, she told her col- 
leagues what to do in case she had a 
seizure, This personal "advisory" reached 
the museum's assistant human resources 
head, and she was told to quit. 

Jeannie decided to take another course at 
UP—and completed it. Her bachelor’s de- 
gree in music (major in choral conducting) 
at the UP College of Music made it possible 
forher to become a voice and piano teacher. 

She met her husband, Gerard, when she 
joined a church choir. They have been mar- 
ried for four years now and have a 2-year- 
old son named Ethan. 

Jeannie is the current president of 
Epilepsy Awareness and Advocacy Inc., 
which is working to, among other things, 
cut the costs of epilepsy medicines, erase 
the stigma from PWEs, and stop discrimina- 
tion at work. 


‘Treatment updates 

Dr. Ana Marie A. Javelosa, neurologist 
and chair of the organizing committee of the 
6th National Epilepsy Awareness Week, up- 
dated the Inquirer on the treatment options. 

For intractable or uncontrolled epilepsy, 
surgery followed by medication is recom- 
mended, she said. 

‘The cure for epilepsy depends on its un- 
derlying causes, or triggers, which vary 
from a tumor, or a stroke, to vascular mal- 
formation, and even genetics 

According to Javelosa, most treatments 
target the seizures, and only through faith-

Not hopeless 

No surgical procedure gives a 100-рег- 
cent guarantee of success. Nevertheless, 
said Javelosa, "surgery will lessen the need 
for medications and the severity of the at- 
tacks by removing 
the 'iritative focus? 
in the brain." 

Surgery is partic- 
ularly helpful for 
patents with un- 
controllable 
seizures — despite 
multiple medica- 
tions, she said. 

But hopelessness 
should not be among 
the symptoms of this 
condition, 

As Rose often 
prays—by herself or 
with the 
group—"Thank you

by his fiancee Margaret Encarnacion, 
who had quit her job as a financial ana- 
lyst of a beverage company to enroll in 
a nursing course. 

‘The decision to take up nursing was 
“basically” for Toledo, “so 1 would 
learn how to care for him,” Encarna- 
cion told the INQUIRER. 

“Every time I asked him if he could 
still bear it, he always said yes. Не nev- 
er gave up, but his body did,” she said. 


Icon for aspirants 

The other story no one talks about is 
how Toledo has become an icon for 
poor but talented students aspiring for 
ashotatthe PMA. 

‘According to Maj. Gen. Leopoldo Ma- 
ligalig, the PMA superintendent, many 
of the cadets entering the academy are 
from low middle-income to very low-in- 
come families who cannot afford a col- 
Тере education on their own after grad- 
uating from the public schools. 

This trend was discovered in 2004 
when Maligalig and his predecessor, 
Lt. Gen. Cristolito Balaoing Jr., put to- 
gether a PMA modernization "road 
map" that will expire in 2015. 

“Toledo was a valedictorian, and to us 
in the academy and the PMA Corps of 
Cadets, he represents many of our young 
men and women who grew up from hum- 
ble beginnings,” Maligalig said, adding: 

“Ariel has not died in vain. He is an in- 
spiration to the PMA and for the younger 
generation to follow his example ... to 
pursue their dreams of wearing the uni- 
form [despite their economic situation].” 


No longer elitist 

According to Maligalig, the atten- 
tion given to Toledo battle against 
cancer allowed people to also realize 
that the PMA has long since dropped 
its image as an elitist institution be- 
cause of its "very masa (grass roots- 
based)" cadet population. 

"We do attract everybody, [as proven 
by] those who qualified in the past 
three years,” as well as the more than 
800 applicants who passed last week's 
entrance examinations, Maligalig said. 

“Whether you are the son of a gener- 
al or the son of a farmer, you will re- 
ceive the same food, the same instruc- 


tions, the same clothes,” he said. 


10th of 12 kids 

Toledo's struggle is well documented. 

He was the 10th of 12 children born 
to Prudencio and Pilar Toledo. His fa- 
ther was a member of the defunct 
Philippine Constabulary. 

One of Toledo's most traumatic expe- 
riences was the murder of his father and 
a brother while he was in grade school. 

‘Toledo worked hard, earning top 
credits in grade school and high school 
and was enrolled in a geodetic engi- 
neering course at the University of 
Northern Philippines in Vigan City 
when he joined the PMA in 2002, 

He referred to his family's poverty in 
his valedictory speech in 2006, stressing 
that he would have "chosen to wallow 
in self-pity and live a mediocre life, but 
that’s not [where my] will (takes те)” 

According to a brother, Domingo, 
one of their sisters, Zita Torres, worked 
to finance Toledo's schooling, antici-

pating that the young man would 
shoulder the school requirements of 
her three children as soon as he re- 
ceived his commission. 

Domingo said he and the rest of the 
siblings were awaiting the arrival of 
the other sisters, Beatriz and Ely, both 
working in Canada, so the family could 
schedule Toledo's burial

Maligalig said the cadets’ morale had 
already been low because of the deaths 
of four of Toledo's mistahs in the ongo- 
ing military offensive in Mindanao and 
a battle in Abra with communist rebel:

‘The 324-member class had been shoul- 
dering part of Toledo's hospital expenses, 
with each member donating part of his or 
her regular salary as junior officers.

Maligalig said the speed with which 
technology changed urban lifestyles 
would make provincial high schools 
feel old compared to urban schools 
equipped with satellite-fed Internet 
service and cellular phones. 

But the urban environment also of- 
fers students more distractions that 
could account for their accomplish- 
ments in the PMA, he said. 

“The better high schools now come 
from the provinces. I attribute this to 
the urban environment. Barrios don't 
have [shopping] malls [and] teenagers 
can go climb mountains or wade 
through a creek to read a book.

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|WO OF THE MOST FORMIDABLE, IF NOT INTIMI- 
| dating, lawyers in the Senate took turns trying to 
beat Vidal Doble's credibility (arguably shaky at 
best, to start with) to a pulp. Sen. Joker Arroyo tried to 
point out the contradictions between Doble's past testi- 
mony and the version he gave the Senate. Arroyo seemed 
eager to spotlight Doble’s having had a civilian lawyer, 
‘which would suggest that the testimony 
EDITORIAL was beyond military pressure—until 
Doble pointed out that his civilian 

lawyer was provided by the Philippine National Police. 

Sen. Juan Ponce Enrile focused on Doble's habeas cor- 
pus petition filed with the Court of Appeals, a document 
prepared by opposition-affiliated lawyers. Doble, howev: 
er, revealed that he had been reminded, before he testi- 

fied, that the long and short of whatever һе said was that 

‘he remained under the authority of his unit, the Intelli- 
gence Service of the AFP So, Doble said, with that pointed 
reminder still ringing in his ears, he lied. 

. Instead of demolishing Doble's credibility, Arroyo and 
Enrile simply clarified the tremendous pressure—Doble 
himself bluntly said it was duress—that tainted not his 
latest, but his previous, testimony. 

Arroyo and Enrile—as unlikely a pair of comrades-in- 
interest we would ever hope to find, but politics indeed 
makes for strange bedfellows—had to retreat with obvi- 
ously ruffled feathers, in the manner of Estelito Mendoza 
and his confrontation with Clarissa Ocampo. We are far 
from saying that Doble is an Ocampo. But the way he 
stood his ground, and made a shambles of the two sena- 
tors’ virtual cross-examinations, is a comparable demon- 
stration of how a witness, instead of being impeached, 
can impeach the prosecutors. 

But it is, perhaps, with regard to Doble's testimony that 
he had been approached by presidential aide Medy 
Poblador, that his most recent testimony truly became 
more than a rehash or revision of his previous state- 
ments. 

Doble said Poblador approached him, after he was spir- 
ited back to military custody under the auspices of Bishop 
Socrates Villegas, and offered him money in exchange for 
his refusal to testify before the House of Representatives. 
The public might just be willing to give the military the 
benefit of the doubt, for successfully retrieving one of its 
own who had, essentially, become a rogue agent. An aide 
of the President offering incentives to a witness to refuse 
cooperation with the House, on the other hand, is anoth- 
ermatter altogether. 

Poblador acts as a liaison between Congress and the 
President. She was perhaps most obviously in her role as 
presidential fixer during the first impeachment attempt, 
where she lurked in the lounge behind the Speaker's 
chair in the plenary hall, for reasons best left to con- 
gressmen to reveal. There is no doubt she holds a fa- 
vored place in the President's innermost circle of can-do 
people. 

The question now becomes, whether Poblador acted 
in a manner resembling US President Richard Nixon's 
aides, to keep E. Howard Hunt, implicated in the Water- 
gate break-in scandal, quiet in exchange for money. In 
the United States, the result of Nixon's authorizing the 
bribe effort resulted in one of the articles of impeach- 
ment filed against him. We cannot emphasize how seri- 
ous the allegation of Poblador's potential involvement 
could be, precisely because it's so reminiscent of the 
Nixon case. 

Doble's allegations concerning Poblador, who seems to 
have used family ties with Gaudencio Cardinal Rosales, 
the Archbishop of Manila, to get Bishop Villegas involved, 
brings up questions about how the administration wields 
its clout with the Catholic hierarchy. Either the prelates 
naively acted in good faith, or were co-conspirators in 
crimes that range from intimidating a witness, including 
coercing the witness to commit perjury, to (possibly) out- 
right kidnapping and the creation of a situation where an 
aide of the President could make an offer Doble couldn't 
refuse. 

At the heart of it is an insight into motive: If Doble were 
simply a liar, no government would have gone this far, 
possibly broken so many laws, or risked wrecking so 
many reputations. That it did suggests Doble really has 
the goods on them.

The eloquence of Lin 


MY SON CALOY RECENTLY BROUGHT МЕ 
from Hong Kong a book about Abraham Lin- 
coin. It is entitled "The Eloquent President" 
written by Ronald C. White Jr, who has re- 
ceived lavish praise for his outstanding work 
on one of the greatest heroes of his race and of 
the world. The Washington Post calls it "Splen- 
did ... An insightful, highly readable explo- 
ration of literary genius." 

‘The book is not a biography of Lincoln but 
only touches on his life as reflected in the ideas 
and beliefs he expressed in his speeches, mes- 
sages and letters that have fortunately been 
preserved, It covers the period from the time 
he bade welfare to his friends and neighbors in 
Illinois on Feb. 11, 1861, after his election as 
President of the United States, through the rig- 
ors of the Civil War that lasted for four fretful 
years, until his overwhelming re-election on 
Nov. 18, 1864 and his assassination on April 
14, 1865. 

In his Farewell Address at Springfield, he 
said: 

"My friends, no one in my situation can ap- 
preciate my feeling of sadness at this parting. 
‘To this place, and the kindness of these people, 
Томе everything. Here 1 have been a quarter of 
a century, and have passed from a young man 
to an old man. Here my children have been 
born and one is buried. I now leave, not know- 
ing when, or whether ever, I may return, witha 
task before me greater than that which rested 
upon Washington. Without the assistance of 
that Divine Being who ever attended him, 1 
cannot succeed. With that assistance, I cannot 
fail. Trusting in Him who can go with me, and 
remain with you and be every where for good, 
let us confidently hope that all will yet be well 
‘To His care commending you, as 1 hope in your 
prayers you will commend me, I bid you an af- 
fectionate farewell.” 

Lincoln's formal schooling lasted only six 
months, but a study of his writings, and even 
of his extemporaneous remarks, reveals Ше 
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vast reach of his intellect that clearly sur- 
passed the erudition of the more academical- 
ly gifted statesmen during his time, and pre 
sent-day politicians, too, who speak mostly 
through their ghostwriters or television 
prompters and not with their own original 
ideas. And certainly not as eloquently as Lin- 
coln. His readings included Euclid (all six 
books), Shakespeare, Burns, and the King 
James Bible, especially the Psalms that he of- 
ten quoted. 

Lincoln wrote all his formal addresses him- 
self and started drafting his First Inaugural 
Address as early as one month before and 
continued amending it up to the time he was 
about to deliver it on March 4, 1861. He was 
that meticulous with all his other written 
speeches and public lerters. He had the humil- 
ity to seek the advice and assistance of others, 
like Secretary of State William Seward, who 
suggested many changes in that first Address. 
most of which Lincoln accepted. But not Se- 
ward's prosaic revision of the concluding 
paragraph, which Lincoln retained with all its 
poetic sentiments that made it a classic in En- 
glish literature. 

“Tam loath to close. We are not enemies but 
friends, We must not be enemies. Though pas- 
sion may have strained, it must not break our. 
bonds of affection. The mystic chords of mem- 
огу, stretching from every battlefield, and pa- 
triot grave, to every living heart and hearth- 
stone, all over this broad land, will yet swell 
the chorus of the Nation, when again 
touched, as surely they will be, by the better 
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angels of our nature.” 

‘The Gettysburg Address does not need to be 
quoted here for it is known throughout the 
world as Lincoln's greatest and most eloquent 
utterance. Edward Everett, the principal ora- 
tor of the dedication ceremonies, wrote Presi- 
dent Lincoln the next day and said: “1 shall be 
glad, if could flatter myself, that I came close 
as near to the central idea of the occasion in 
two hours as you did in two minutes.” 

But let me quote in full Lincoln’s equally fa- 
mous letter to Mrs. Bixby that is required read- 
ing in English literature courses, It is a sincere 
and dignified expression of condolence froma 
Head of State to an unknown but appreciated 
citizen who had contributed to the Union 
‘cause with the death of her five sons. 

“I have been shown in the files of the War 
Department a statement of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Massachusetts that you are the mother 
of five sons who have died gloriously on the 
field of battle. I feel how weak and fruitless 
must be any word of mine which should at- 
tempt to beguile you from the grief of а loss so 
overwhelming. But I cannot refrain from ten- 
dering you the consolation that may be found 
їп the thanks of the Republic they died to save, 
Т pray that our Heavenly Father may assuage 
the anguish of your bereavement, and leave 
you only the cherished memory of the loved 
and lost, and the solemn pride that must be 
yours to have laid so costly a sacrifice upon the 
altar of freedom.” 

‘According to another book published in 
1917 by Orton H. Carmichael, that letter and 
the Gettysburg Address are studied in Oxford 
University “as perfect specimens of English 
compositions .., Lincoln had never studied the 
art of elocution, nor was he a student of the 
great masters of oratory, yet a well-known En- 
glish jurist, when asked to name the greatest 
British orator of the nineteenth century, an- 
swered: ‘Lincoln, the American.”

‘Travel all the way. Too bad some of us travel. 
with Christ only on the highway, and abandon 
Him as soon as we hit the rough roads and the 
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by-ways. When the going gets rough, all the. 
more should we stay by His side. 

In Abra where I served as a missionary for 
a year, I learned how to bring a jeep across а 
river. If one had a sacristan, he could wade 
ahead and find the shallow part of the river. 
If one is alone, all it took was to throw a 
stone into the water, and just by the sound, 
know if the water ahead was shallow or 
deep. Today, let us reflect on how deep is our 
love for God.

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CONGRESS MAKES THE LAWS AND THE PRESI- 
dent enforces them. Sometimes, these laws col- 
lide with the fundamental rights of our people, ei- 
ther in the way they are crafted by Congress or in 
the manner the President and other officials en- 
force or “apply” them. 

Importance of judicial independence. In а 
constitutional democracy such as ours, political is- 
sues are settled by popular or majoritarian ways. 
However, unelected judges decide legal questions 
by applying relevant laws to a proven set of facts. 
When a court upholds the rights of a citizen, or ac- 
quits a person accused of a crime by the "People of 
the Philippines,” the winner becomes a majority of 
опе against the whole government. 

This awesome power to decide even against 
the “people” is granted to the judiciary by the 
Constitution, which, in turn, was approved over- 
‘whelmingly by the electorate. But citizens obey 
judicial verdicts not only because of the authority 
given to judges by the Constitution but also be- 
Cause of their implicit trust in the wisdom and 
fairness of these decisions. 

То help retain public confidence in our judicial 
system, magistrates should be chosen prudently. I 
believe that they must possess four “ins”—inde- 
pendence, integrity, industry and intelligence, and 
must be impervious to the “plague of ships’ kin- 
ship, relationship, friendship and fellowship. 

ОЁ these qualifications, independence and in- 
tegrity are probably the most vital, especially in liti- 
gations involving actions of the President or of oth- 
er executive officials. A judge who does not possess 
independence and integrity does not deserve to be 
in the judiciary, in the same manner that a biased 
basketball referee has no place in the game. 

‘How magistrates are chosen. In the past, the 
President was given maximum latitude in ap- 
pointing any lawyer who meets the minimum 
dength of law practice imposed by law. However, 
before they assumed office, the appointees need- 
ед confirmation by the Commission on Appoint- 
ments (CA), that was (and still is) composed of

Certainly, there are many points to raise re- 
garding this contract, first of which is where the 
Contract is to be found, if it exists at all. Trans- 
portation Secretary Leandro Mendoza is sup- 
posed to have signed the contract, in the presence 
Of President Macapagal-Arroyo, during а very 
brief visit to China, where the President was quite 
unflatteringly described by a Malacafiang press 
release as having come "like a thief in the night.” 
But the Philippine copy of that signed contract 
has reportedly been “lost” or “stolen.” No one 
seems willing to release to the public the details 
and fine print of the $330-million deal, and yet 
despite the public outcry raised by business 
groups, senators and even Speaker Jose de Vene- 
cia, Malacafiang has announced that the broad- 
band contract will push through, 

‘The controversy has embroiled various person- 
alities, from Comelec Chair Benjamin Abalos, 
who is reported to have been "wined, dined and 
womanned" by Chinese businessmen in ex 
change for his support and lobbying efforts; to 
former Neda Director General Romulo Neri who 
dropped hints that he had been offered P200 mil- 
lion to approve the deal; and the son of the 
Speaker, who is connected with a rival company 
bidding for the same contract, who has accused 
Abalos of offering him a $10-million bribe to back 
outof the bidding. 

With so much money at stake, everyone who 
opens his or her mouth about this matter is sus- 
pected of having ulterior motives. But the very 
confusion attending the deal and the gravity of 
the charges being hurled from all directions indi- 
cate that indeed there is something rotten at its 
core. And the more the key personalities—like 
Mendoza—keep mum, hoping perhaps the stink 
will just fade away, the more the rot will spread 
until it affects the highest levels of government.

members of Congress. 

Tn those days, judicial appointees were subject- 
ed not only to intensive questioning by the CA but 
also to various personal demands for favors by its 
members. Congressmen required the loyalty of 
judges assigned to their districts. Those promoted 
to higher courts were publicly ridiculed for their 
alleged erroneous decisions. In short, the ap- 
pointees integrity and independence were un- 
necessarily diminished by reckless imputations 
and political power plays. 

To remedy the problem, the 1987 Constitu- 
tion—at the suggestion of former Chief Justice 
Roberto Concepcion—created the Judicial and Bar 
Council (JBC) with the “principal function of rec- 
ommending appointees to the Judiciary" True, the 
new Charter still empowered the President to ap- 
point all magistrates, including those in the 
Supreme Court, but the presidential choices were 
limited to a JBC-prepared list containing at least 
three nominees for every vacancy. Magistrates no 
longer needed CA confirmation; thus, they were 
liberated from undue congressional inquisitions. 

‘Composition of the JBC. Under the new Con- 
stitution, the JBC is composed of (1) the Chief 
Justice as chairman, (2) the secretary of justice, 
(3) a representative of Congress, (4) a represen- 
tative ofthe Integrated Bar, (5) a professor of law, 
(6) a retired Supreme Court justice, and (7) a rep- 
resentative of the private sector. The first three 
are referred to as “ex-officio members" while the 
last four, "regular members.” 

True, the Constitution specified “a representative 
of Congress.” But, in practice and consistent with

that has given credence to suspicions of foul 
play and corruption. 

Mendoza and the РОТС, for instance, have 
refused time and again to produce a copy of 
the contract, which has reportedly been recon- 
stituted and even “re-signed.” What is it about 
the contract that must be kept hidden from the 
public eye, and even from official investiga- 
tors? Are there hidden provisions too sensitive 
to be discussed out in the open? 

All this flies in the face of the principles of 
transparency, accountability and good gover- 
nance that President Arroyo, just to remind 
her, promised to uphold when she triumphant- 
ly took her oath of office in 2001, having 
watched “People Power II” oust her corrupt 
predecessor. 

‘Some may argue that to rescind the contract 
now would send a contrary signal to foreign 
investors, who have often bewailed the politi- 
cization even of legitimate contracts, which 
are subject to dispute in our courts and in our 
legislature. But to uphold the ZTE deal, despite 
the many questions being raised, is to send an 
even more ominous signal to investors. It 
would be tantamount to saying that, given the. 
right connections, any foreigner wishing to do 
business in the Philippines need only grease 
the right palms and influence the right offi- 
cials and even highly anomalous deals would 
win the patina of legality. 

If there is nothing wrong with the contract, 
if the public interest will be upheld, then cer- 
tainly everyone involved in this broadband 
project should welcome an investigation and, 
as the saying goes, “let everything hang out.” 


the bicameral nature of our legislature, two mem- 
bers of Congress—a senator and а congress- 
man—actually sit in the JBC. Thus, there are, in 
fact, eight sitting JBC members, each of whom casts 
‘one vote. This increase in composition has some im- 
plications; for example, the vote needed to approve 
actions is five (out of eight members), instead ofon- 
ly four (out of seven). Also, the legislative branch. 
has now two votes in the Council while the two oth- 
er branches of government retained only one each. 

During my watch as Chief Justice, there was а 
proposal to limit the congressional vote to only 
‘one, but the suggestion was abandoned because, 
to resolve the issue, an “adversarial proceeding” 
was needed. On the other hand, the four regular, 
full-time JBC members are appointed by the Pres- 
ident “for a term of four years with the consent of 
the Commission on Appointments,” and could be 
reappointed. 

n sum, under the present system, judicial ap- 
pointees are shielded from direct congressional in- 
fluence, but JBC members are not. Further, noth- 
ing—except the highest form of statesman- 
ship—prevents a politically minded President from 
suggesting, directly or subtly, to the Council—espe- 
айу to his or her appointees—the nomination of 
those he or she intends to appoint. Verily, the Presi- 
dent could still “pack” the courts, despite the Con- 
cepcion-inspired constitutional innovation. 

"Apart from structural concerns, the JBC has al- 
зо been criticized for the ways it has conducted 
its work: (1) its alleged lack of transparency and 
lackluster nomination process, (2) its supposed 
inability to fill up the many judicial vacancies, 
thereby aggravating delays; and (3) the inclusion. 
in its recommended list of some unworthy nomi- 
nees who unfortunately get appointed and even- 
tually taint the whole judiciary 

Next week, I shall discuss these criticisms and 
how the JBC is confronting them.

The twilight of Pervez Musharraf 


ITIS SAID THAT POLITICAL POWER IN PAKIS- 
tan flows from the three Аз: Allah, the army, and 
support from America. Of the three, it is the army 
leadership that has the clearest means of ridding 
the country of Pakistan's president in uniform, 
Pervez Musharraf. And thats the main reason any 
power-sharing deal with former Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto is unlikely to end Pakistan's politi- 
cal turmoil. 

Musharraf hoped to extend his presidency this 
fall without caving in to opposition demands that. 
he renounce his military position and restore a 
civilian rival to the post of prime minister. But few. 
international leaders face such a wide range of 
sworn domestic enemies. 

‘Since seizing power following a 1999 coup, 
‘Musharraf has survived at least three serious as- 
sassination attempts. His anti-terrorist parner- 
ship with the United States fatally undermined 
his political alliance with Pakistan's religious con- 
servatives even before his government stormed 
Islamabad’s Red Mosque in July, killing more 
than 100 people. The threat of terrorist attacks 
inside the country will continue to rise. 

‘Musharraf also has plenty of secular enemies. 
‘Their anger, inflamed in March when he tried un- 
successfully to sack the Supreme Court's indepen- 
dent-minded chief justice, rages on. The court re- 
cently ruled that Nawaz Sharif, who Musharraf 
unseated eight years ago, must be allowed to re- 
turn from exile. 

Sharif is planning a grand entrance. His “десі 
sive struggle against dictatorship"—and deter- 
mined opposition to any deal with Bhutto that ex- 
cludes him—will intensify. Musharraf is warning 
him to remain in London, 

América isn't happy with Musharraf, either. 
Some in Washington charge that he has done too 
litle to гош al-Qaida and Taliban fighters from 
safe havens along the country’s border with 
Afghanistan. His recent flirtation with a plan to 
bypass Bhutto and declare emergency rule pro- 
voked pointed Bush administtation criticism. 

i ^ 
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Butits the army that is most likely to eventual- 
ly decide the fate of his presidency. Musharraf's 
rule has given the military leadership a strong 
role in policymaking, but his eight years in office 
have badly damaged domestic support for the 
army's influence within the government. His un- 
popularity has become their unpopularity. 

‘Aware of a potential threat from within their 
ranks, Musharraf has populated his inner circle 
with relatively junior (and reliably loyal) officers. 
But a deal that makes Bhutto prime minister 
would undermine the military's influence—and 
eventually its support for Musharraf's presidency. 
As prime minister, she could eventually revisit her 
deal with Musharraf from a position of strength. 
Military leaders know this, and the threat that 
they will eventually push him aside will plague 
his presidency well into next year. 

The army is unlikely to move on Musharraf di- 
rectly unless subtler methods fail. The generals 
know that another coup would further weaken 
the military's popular standing—as well as Pak- 
istan's relations with the United States—at a mo- 
ment when Bhutto and Sharif have raised expec- 
tations at home and abroad for a permanent ге- 
turn o civilian rule. 

But if Musharraf were to refuse to go quietly, 
the generals could promise him a long list of pub- 
lic corruption charges that he must survive with- 
out their protection. Musharrafs presidency 
won't survive long without military backing. 

То preserve the appearance that their med- 
dling is benign, senior military officers probably 


know that they cannot afford to install another 
general as president. Instead, they will most like- 
y support cosmetic political reforms, including a 
new law that formally separates the roles of army 
commander and head of state. 

"That is the strategy the military adopted in 
1988, following the mysterious plane crash that 
killed former President (and General) Mo- 
hammed Zia u-Haq. The army leadership or- 
dered elections, permitted the formation of a 
civilian government and then stage-managed the 
political process from the wings. 

Bhutto, the leader of a secular party that now 
enjoys substantial support in Washington, would 
dominate policy planning in the next government 
at Musharraf's expense. She must build on her 
domestic support, but she can rely on economic 
and security cooperation with America to safe- 
guard the country's stability. 

In addition, the military's role as guarantor of 
stability, and йв tight control of Pakistan's nuclear. 
arsenal, the armys crown jewels, will continue. The 
Bush administration сап therefore enthusiastically 
back a retum to civilian rule and claim a much- 
needed victory for democracy in a Muslim country. 

But Bhutto would inherit Musharraf's domes- 
tic enemies. Sharif would fulminate against her 
every misstep, threats of attack from religious. 
radicals would continue and the military would 
safeguard its interests from just off stage. Adding 
to the pressure, America would expect the kind of 
cooperation in pacifying Pakistan's tribal areas 
that Musharraf has proven unable to provide. 

"The military will, under any scenario, continue 
to quell fears of complete political chaos. But it 
‘would also likely ensure that a Musharraf-Bhurto 
deal does not fully close a tumultuous chapter in.

It isa trend that a few minutes of googling will prove to be 
а norm among individuals educated enough to afford com- 
puter access and Internet service. Arguments over the state 
of newspapers or the merits of a movie, for example, can de- 
generate to name-calling, racist slurs, and accusations о! 
parental infidelity. Perhaps the best example of this jarring 
new trend toward baseless and vulgar flaming is the recent 
controversy over the woman now dubbed "Mahaderang 
Matapobre, whose articles in several publications have 
caused consternation over her insensitivity to OFWs.” 

"That 1 disapprove of what Malu Fernandez said is an un 
derstotement, and the same is true, 1 hope, for the rest of de 
cent humanity. 1 find her words tasteless and classless, thr 
sort of backward thinking from the days when people wen 
condemned for their race, sex and economic status. To за: 
that she wanted to slash her wrist at the thought of bein; 
trapped in a plane with OFWs smacks of the same sense c: 
humor as that of children who laugh at a little boy with » 
cleft lip, or a black man for being black. It is cheap writing 
lazy writing, an attempt to entertain at the expense of other 
who cannot help who they are. And because this is a worl! 
where boundaries are no longer geographic, and words writ 
ten under a tropical sun reverberate across the Pacific t 
snowy cities, Ms Fernandezs articles caught the atter 
tion—and the outrage—of Filipinos all over the world. 

"The old mechanisms of media's checks and balances ar. 
still in place. Ms Fernandez's narrowness, insensitivity ал» 
rudeness have all been spotlighted by readers. However 
there is a difference between criticizing Ms Fernandez fe 
her work, and Ms Fernandez for her person. All over the 
World Wide Web, thousands of comments, fueled, justifiabh. 
by outrage, have launched bitter attacks against her as 4 
‘woman—her weight, her social class, her physical appear- 
ance. The basics of civilized behavior require some sort of in- 
ternal policing, and the fact that Ms Fernandez herself was 
unable to comply with these basics does not justify such 
rudeness in kind. Call it a case of the pot calling the kettle 
black. 

In the old media, to call a woman a prostitute, hér mother 
a prostitute, as well as a piece of trash, a roast pig, a pig in 4 
dress, a pig in a plane, an individual for whom liposuction 
‘would not be effective and other insults with reference to her 
weight would result in cases of defamation and libel or, a 
the very least, very loud calls for the newspaper's boycott. In 
the new media, however, 125 open city. Ms Fernandez's name 
has been used in the same sentence as various curses, crude 
sexual suggestions that are probably illegal in some states. 
‘and various other propositions that include assassination 
and the burning of her home. And while itis easy to say their 
judgment of Ms Fernandez is a judgment on them, itis diffi 
cult to pinpoint a culprit signing on under the name of cute- 
boy77.” 

‘And so while upstanding journalists in the real world are 
slammed with libel cases left and right for publishing truths 
that certain powerful personalities find uncomfortable, on- 
line, everyone and his mother can get away with the publi- 
cation of offensive, untrue and downright libelous claims 
that they wouldn't dare whisper inside а half-empty eleva- 
тор 

Tis true that calls for banning and various forms of para 
noia have been raised at the introduction of every new tech- 
nology. Everything from cameras to television to the rise of 
the computer has given way to debates on censorship and 
the dangers of freedom. There are some from the old guard 
who complain that the Internet is full of ranting, of angst, of 
personal agonies about love lives and plumbing problems 
and whether a blue denim bikini would be better than 
brown paisley. Of these, I have nothing against, and 1 am all 
for writing about hot men and cold showers as ат over the 
bizarre state of Philippine politics and the dangers of a nu. 
clear age. Art house pornography is as much a legitimate in- 
terest as my friend in med school's penchant for posting im- 
ages of cadavers, and for as long as no law regarding plagia- 
rism, pedophilia, or any of the dozens of crimes that rage in 
cyberspace and the real world are broken, then I say it's a 

free country. 

There are many reasons to celebrate the power of the In- 
temet, too many to get into a column a little more than a 
thousand words long. But in the grand tradition of Spider- 
man's parting words, all those reasons, and the power they 
imply, require some sort of personal responsibility. It is the 
lack of personal accountability that permits a 40-year-old 
man to sit in an Internet café and anonymously make vulgar 
suggestions about the state of a 19-year-old girl's reproduc- 
tive organs. Outside, it is harassment; on the Interner, it's 
free speech, The grand old art of reasoned debate and civi 
lized discussion dies inside forums where all and sundry ac- 
сизе each other of fornicating with their own mothers. And 
although its all very well to celebrate anonymity in repres- 
sive states and war-torn regions, where freedom of speech is 
considered as dangerous to the public as a credit card is in 
the hands of an Imelda Marcos, in a country like ours, it is 
‘cowardly to sling mud at people who have little opportunity 
to sling back. How, after all, is it possible to fight against 
phantoms? 

We can thank the Internet's denizens for the fact that Ms 
Fernandez has paid the price for her insensitivity. 1 doubt if 
апу of those whose insensitivity has peppered the forums 
will ever pay for theirs.

Financial benefits a government 
agency is promising farmers? 

} In our study, published in the 
Philippine Journal of Crop Sci- 
псе Vol. 32 No. 1 on Jan. 17 and 
titled "Towards Making Jat- 
Topha curcas (tubang bakod) a 
Viable Source of Biodiesel in the 
Philippines," we found that: 

е Jatropha becomes a viable 
source of biodiesel if diesel is re- 
tailed at P40 per liter; ifthe crop 
has a high fruit yield of 36,000 
kilogram per hectare (ha); if it 
has a high rate of oil extraction 
(34 percent and 38 percent); 
and if byproducts are included 
and provide SO-percent addi- 
tional income from the ой rev- 
enue. 

‘The assumption is that the 
price of jatropha seeds corre 
sponds to the price of diesel. 

But would a high yield of 
36,000 kg/ha and high oil con: 
tent (34 percent and 38 percent) 
be achieved under Philippine 
conditions? 

This question can only be 
definitively answered in some 
future time because we do not 
have a plantation already on 
the optimum fruiting age (five. 
years after planting) and no 
jatropha variety is grown in 
the Philippines that yields 34 
percent oil. The current labo- 
ratory oil extraction is in the 
range of 28 percent to 32 рег- 
cent. 

ө At a low-yield level 

(12,000 kg/ha), jatropha be- 
comes profitable for farmers 
growing it if the diesel price in- 
creases to about P140 per liter 
at a 30-percent rate of oil ex- 
traction (revenue is from ой 
alone). This implies that the 
buying price of jatropha seeds 
at the farm level is P42/kg. The 
substrate cost shall be P42/.30 
P140/liter of biodiesel. 
The estimates exclude pro- 
cessing and marketing costs 
Current estimates put the pro- 
cessing cost at P12/lirer. Then, 
the price of biodiesel from jat- 
торһа becomes  P152/liter 
[P140 + P12]. What if the oil 
price increases to more than 
P152 per liter? If so, lets be 
prepared to use caleza and bicy- 
cle, or simply walk. 

Jatropha’s seed yield is in- 
herently low, which explains 
party the low revenue. This 
low-yield trait is suggestive 
that researches must be done to 
increase further its seed yield 
and to find ways to maximize 
total farm yield and byprod- 
ucts. However, will the results 
of these experiments be real- 
ized soon? 

For a perennial crop that 
gives optimum fruiting after 
five years, hybridization and 
selection would require a mini- 
mum of 35 years (7 cycles of se- 
lection x 5 years = 35 years ). 
Genetic improvements to en- 
hance jatropha’s overall trait as 
an energy crop could have been 
done way ahead. But this is wa- 
ter under the bridge. We can 
fot hurry up nature, 

‘There are other information 
that the the public should know 
ûr understand. These include 
the following: 

The long wait for the 
crop to reach optimum 
fruiting (five years after 

planting ) and its low-seed yield 
require а muliiple-cropping 
icheme. Short-maturing crops 
ånd high-value fruit and wood 
frees should be planted along 
with jatropha to increase the to- 
tal farm yield. The scheme is al- 
do a risk minimizing strategy. 

, Are the public and the agency 
promoting the massive planting 
of jatropha putting equal empha- 
sis on promoting multiple crop- 
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percer 


ping? We support diverse crop- 
ping but we should point out that 
jatropha is а sun-loving crop. 
While it grows under the shade, 
photosynthesis (growth and 
yield) will be affected in propor- 
tion to the degree of shading. 

Tt should be expected that ja- 
tropha yield per plant will de- 
crease under multiple-cropping 
conditions due to a reduction in 
space and sunlight. But it is lo- 
gical for farmers to adopt multi- 
ple cropping. If something hap- 
pens to jatropha and the price 
does not improve over time, 
farmers will have some crops to 
fall back on. But we do not 
know much about this age-old 
practice of multiple cropping. 

Jatropha produces a toxin 
called curcin. Will this sub- 
stance exert toxic effects on 
companion crops? Due to this 
toxin, planting of jatropha was 
banned in Northern Australia, 
The Australians are afraid that 
their cattle will forage оп jat- 
ropha during the dry months. 
Besides, they are afraid that it 
will become weeds later on. 

Many people are en- 
ticed to plant jatropha be 
cause of the massive go- 
vernment campaign to promote 
it. One million hectares are tar 
geted. But construction of the 
processing plant has not started 
and it will take some time to set 
up the processing system. 

It should be pointed out that 
three or five years after plan- 
ting jatropha is too short a time. 
Are the processing plants ready 
by that time? Furthermore, it is 
necessary that the know-how to 
accelerate the optimization of 
processing raw oil into trans- 
esterified oil before it can be 
used as biodiesel oil, and pro- 
cessing of byproducts (press 
cake and/or glycerol) into 
high-priced products be ac- 
quired soon. Will these techno- 
logical know-how be ready in 
three or five years? 

This is one of the worries 
aired by those who were earlier 
enticed to plant jatropha. "Plant- 
ing jatropha without knowing 
all the facts can be a very painful. 
and costly experience. Knowing 
the pitfalls can help make plant- 
ing more worthwhile and suc- 
cessful. While wealthy compa- 
nies plant jatropha on a massive 
scale, small farm owners like 
many of us must be careful. 

Wealthy companies know 
what they are doing. They plant. 
in huge tracts of idle land that 
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t up а 500-hectare nursery in Fort 
ion is looking at some 1.2 million 


they do not own (leased to 
them cheaply by government or 
owned by others) and with very 
little or no expense (while we 
have to buy seeds and seedlings 
from suppliers who promise to 
buy our produce—assuming 
there will be some to buy.) Yes, 
these companies are specula- 
ting on a potentially valuable 
product that will produce bio- 
fuel in the future, but they are 
doing it using other people's 
money, time and effort. Specu- 
lating is good but only if you 
know the odds. 

For those who are planning 
to plant jatropha, clearly there 
are still many unanswered 
questions. 

Planting tuba-tuba is 
primarily aimed at making 
productive idle public and 

private lands, particularly de- 
muded mountains and forests, 
unfit for food-crop cultivation, 
and at producing in commercial 
volume a renewable and envi- 
ronment-friendly biofuel (bio- 
diesel), thus alleviating poverty 
in the countryside and address- 
ing ecological concerns. 

This is a very inviting state- 
ment among jatropha propo- 
ments. We should point out, 
however, the following facts: 

* First, jatropha can grow in 
marginal soils but growth and 
yield will also be slow and 
marginal or low. There is a say- 
ing "you cannot get something 
from nothing!" 
for us agricultu- 
rists, there is no land, which is 
unfit for food-crop cultivation. 
Where jatropha grows, man- 
goes, cashew, siniguelas, duhat, 
jackfruit, bignay and many other 
tropical fruits will grow. More- 
over, cassava, sweet potato and 
many legumes will also grow. 

* Third, jatropha can survive 
dry weather but it will shed off 
leaves as an adaptive measure, 
to avoid dying due to excessive 
loss of water. But then, there is 
no growth and no fruit set. It 
will resume growth once the 
soil is moist again. 

© Fourth, jatropha grows 
well under a favorable environ- 
ment (high soil fertility, ade- 
quate moisture and weed man- 
agement during its early years of 
growth). But using these lands 
‘will compete with lands grown 
to food security crops, which the 
proponents try to avoid.

o weeks ago, Land Bank of the Philippines signed an agreement to provide PNOC- 
AFC with P5 billion to P10 billion to finance the jatropha development program. Part 
of the money will fund cooperatives developing jatropha plantations. 

Among the benefits of jatropha cultivation that government is trumpeting are the re- 
duction in air pollution and the country's dependence on imported crude oil, creation 
of jobs, and construction of roads, bridges and a refinery. 

A group of agriculturists is claiming that proponents of the massive cultivation of ja- 
tropha are peddling misleading information as facts. The group advises people to 
study the facts first before going into jatropha farming. .

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ted but they become vegetative. 
This means that they do not 
yield the quantity of fruits that 
we expect. 

There is a big push for 
growing jatropha using 
imported seeds as they 

are high yielding. 

Importing the high-yielding 
varieties may also mean the im- 
portation of “unknown” bad 
traits like susceptibility to 
pests. Using imported seeds 
should be done with utmost 
care. It would be frustrating if 
the imported seeds were plan- 
ted in large tracts of land and 
ме later came to know that the 
plant was susceptible to viral or 
fungal diseases. 

Moreover, it might just serve 
as а source of inoculum, thus 
infecting even the indigenized 
varieties in the country. 

‘The main feature being 
claimed about Jatropha 
curcas or tubang bakod is 
that it could yield yearly as 
much as five to seven tons of 
seeds per hectare, 

‘As pointed out earlies, there is 
по standing crop to validate this 
claim. We tried to validate this 
using known scientific proce- 
dures. This could be easily done 
by transforming the sugar equiv- 
alence of oil as illustrated below: 

е 30 percent oil x 5 tons x 
3.03-gram glucose equivalence 
of oil in seed (3.03 x 1.50) = 
4.54 tons 

е 2.42-gram glucose equiva- 
lence of seed coat and the press 
cake — 9.80 tons (2.8 x3.5) 

TOTAL - 1434 tons/ha 
(4.54 + 9.80) 


There's a remote possibility 
that jatropha would give such 
seed yield as the sugar equiva- 
lence is so high, estimated at 
14.34 MT/ha. Sugarcane, the 
highest-yielding energy crop, 
which produces sugar via the 
C4 pathway of photosynthesis 
could only give a maximum of 
10 tons of sugar/ha in the 
Philippines. 

Jatropha fixes carbon diox- 
ide via the C3 path way. It lacks 
nature's gift to photosynthesize 
the way the jatropha propo- 
nents want it to be. Besides, itis 
supposed to be planted in 
marginal soils to avoid the соп- 
cern that it will compete with 
food crop production. Simple 
logic: marginal soils—marginal 
yield as pointed out earlier. 

A private company is 

buying jatropha seeds at 

P4 per kilo. "Is this the 

right buying price?” one jat 
ropha-planter enthusiast asks. 

Before answering the ques- 
tion, itis important to quote the 
pricing scheme being spread 
around (“Tuba-Tuba for oil," Ed 
Velasco, Oct. 9, 2006, Philippine 
Graphic Magazine). The article 
says that PhilForest buys 1 kg of 
dried tuba-tuba seeds at 15 per- 
cent of the prevailing diesel 
pump prices (0.15 x P34/liter = 
P5.10/kg, P34 is the price рег 
liter, then, of diesel). 

Before buying the produce, 
the dried tuba-tuba seeds should 
contain less than 10 percent of 
the moisture level set by the De- 
partment of Science and Tech- 
nology. If seeds containing more 
than 10 percent of the moisture 


level are processed, the diesel 
will be less effective and might 
cause engine problems. 

Jatropha seed at P4/kg? 
What does this price mean? 
Consider the following simple 
estimates: 

e 1 kg seed = 5.1 kg dried 
fruit or 9.7 kg fresh (yellow 
fu) = 7.41/kg average 
weight of fruits. 

On the average, 1 kg seed 
atP4 kg = P 0.54/kg fruit. 

"What does this figure imply? 
Harvesting the fruits in the field, 
hauling and initially drying 
them, and then dehulling the 
fruits to get the seeds will only 
fetch a price of PO S4/kg rui.

ported that it costs about P50,000 
To establish and maintain the crop 
in two years. The figures they are 
citing do not march,

P37,500 at P15/pe x 2,500 plants 
per ha. Or seed yield should al- 
ready be 5-7.5 tons/ha.

Could we 
teach farmers how to produce 
soap from jatropha in case its 
buying price will mot be pro- 
fitable for them? 

“These are but few of the truths 
about jatropha that we think the 
public should know.

ZAMBOANGA CITY—THE CON- 
victed killer of Pagadian City 
journalist Edgar Damalerio had 
been transferred to the National 
Bilibid Prisons in Muntinlupa, a 
prison official said yesterday. 
Insp. Belsie Agustin, spokesper- 
son of the Bureau of Jail Manage- 
ment and Penology in Western 
‘Mindanao, said former police offi- 
cer Guillermo Wapile's transfer to 
the NBP from the Zamboanga 
City Reformatory Center (ZCRC) 
here on Aug. 31 was made secret. 
“His transfer was confidential 
and we didn't issue any state- 
ment so we could deliver him 
safely to the National Bilibid Pris- 
ons," Agustin told the INQUIRER. 
Agustin said even Wapile's 
family and relatives were not 
informed about the transfer. 
"Including himself. We didn't 
inform him prior to the transfer. 
‘A few hours before the scheduled 
flight, we ordered him to pack his 
things for his transfer,” he said. 


High risk 

Wapile, who is considered 
high-profile and high-risk Ше 
mate, was heavily escorted and 
two handcuffs were used to re- 
strain him, according to Agustin. 

“His cuffed hands were con- 
cealed with towel so as not to 
alarm passengers of the commer- 
cial aircraft used to bring him to 
Muntinlupa,” Agustin said. 

Wapile was sentenced to life in 
prison by a Cebu court last year 
for killing Damalerio, of the Zam- 
boanga Scribe, in May 2002. 

He also faces other crimes 
such as kidnapping. 

Supt. Victor Borres, ZCRC 
warden, said Wapile's status as 
а high-risk prisoner һай 
prompted them to confine him 
to maximum security while he 
was still at the facility. 


Fattened 
He said Damalerios killer 
had gained weight inside the 
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ZCRC because he was never al- 
lowed out of his cell. 

Reporters had earlier found 
that Wapile used to enjoy some 
privileges, including gambling 
and karaoke singing, while in 
detention at the ZCRC. 

This triggered uproar among 
journalists and Damalerio's re- 
latives, who claimed he was be- 
ing given special treatment. 

He was later stripped of the 
privileges. 

Agustin said what set Wapile 
apart from other prisoners was 
he enjoyed good food and "he 
lived in style while in detention." 

He described Wapile's cloth- 
ing and other personal belong- 
ings as "really very expensive." 

"He did not wear 
clothes, He had signature items and 
brand new clothes,” Agustin said. 

During his transfer to 
Muntilupa, he said that Wapile 
packed his expensive clothes 
"such as Collezione, Levis, 
Dickies and Fubus" with him. 

‘Just imagine, he's out of work 
yet he could still afford such’ ex- 
pensive things, He's really some- 
body in Pagadian,” Agustin said,

575 workers of telecoms giant 
to lose their jobs on Sept. 16 


DAVAO CITY—A TOTAL OF 575 
workers of telecommunications 
giant Philippine Long Distance 
‘Telephone Co. (PLDT) were 
served termination papers. 

Engineer Benjamin Gaite, 
head of the PLDT Ponciano 
business office here, confirmed 
the termination of the workers. 

“1 really don't have the office 
documents but know they were 
given notices," Gaite told the IN- 
Quinta by phone on Friday. 

The PLDT workers union 
said the retrenched workers, 29 
of them from Mindanao, will 
cease working for the phone 
company by Sept. 16. 

‘This is the second time that 
PLDT laid off workers. 

In 2002, it also terminated 
the services of 500 employees. 

Iron Ramirez, Mindanao sec- 
tor head of the 3,750-strong 


Manggagawa ng Komunikas- 
yon sa Pilipinas (MKP), said the 
fresh retrenchment was anoth- 
ег illegal move by PLDT as it 
clearly violated the provisions 
of their Collective Bargaining 
Agreement (CBA). 

“The retrenchment of 575 
workers is the second wave. It 
must be noted that the layoff in 
2002 of more than 500 workers 
was illegal according to the 
Supreme Court,” said Ramirez. 

“The Supreme Court has or- 
dered the return to work of the 
retrenched workers but the 
PLDT management... has not 
accepted the workers," he said. 

He said his group would 
protest the retrenchment. 

"The management is not honest 
‘on what is stipulated in the CBA. 
‘The irony of this is PLDT is highly 
praised as the best managed com- 


pany in Asia for three consecutive 
years now" Ramirez said. 

He said instead of rewarding 
its workers, PLDT continues to 
make them suffer. 

John Beato, national officer of 
the PLDT Union, said PLDT 
earned more than P17 billion for 
the first half of 2007 but, instead 
of giving bonuses to employees, 
itserved termination papers. 

“Last year, P26 million was 
given as bonus to managers and 
other officers but nothing for 
the rank-and-file." he said. "In- 
stead they be retrenched." 

Escobar Pinzon, a radio tech- 
nician who worked for about 14 
years with the PLDT, is one of 
those who would lose their jobs. 

"This (retrenchment) is their 
advance Christmas gift to the em- 
ployees," he said. Joselle Badilla,

In Naga, traffic offenders may bave to bleed 


NAGA CITY—THE LOCAL 
government unit here passed 
an ordinance that literally 
bleeds traffic violators as pun- 
ishment for their road offenses. 
While they may pay fines, 
traffic violators would also be al- 
lowed to donate blood instead, 
according to this ordinance, 
Ordinance No. 2007-021 of 
Naga City, passed on Aug. 13, 
declared the city's policy to 
mandate blood donation as 
punishment for violation of 
traffic rules and regulations. 
‘Authored by Councilor 
Casper Nathan Sergio, Section 
4 of the ordinance stated that 
the traffic violator has the op- 
tion to donate blood or to pay 


the finein cash. 

1f the violator opts to pay in 
cash, he has three days within 
‘which to settle the obligation but 
if he chooses to donate blood he 
has seven days to comply. 

The ordinance defined the 
violations whereby blood do- 
nation would apply, that is, for 


traffic fines that range from’ 


P500 to P1,000. 

Enforcement of the ordi- 
nance involves the city health 
office and city-owned hospital 
for them to screen apprehend- 
ed traffic violators who opt to 
donate blood. 

Should the violator qualify asa. 
blood donor, he would be made 
to sign a document declaring his 
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voluntary donation of blood to 
the Naga City Blood Bank. 

‘The traffic offender would al- 
so be made to declare that his 
donation won't entitle him to be- 
ing paid for his blood donation 
to the Naga City Blood Bank, 

The ordinance sets at 500 сс 
per person the limit of the 
blood donation which would 
be coordinated with the Naga 
City Hospital, Public Safety Of- 
fice and the traffic group un- 
der the office of the mayor.

4 Sayyaf men fall in Palawan 


PUERTO PRINCESA CITY—FOUR MEMBERS OF 
the terrorist group Abu Sayyaf were arrested by 
military operatives here Thursday and Friday, the 
military's Western Command said. 


Arrested last Thursday were 
Moadz Jala, alias Abu Moadz; 
Abdulla Abduraham, alias Ab- 
dullah; and Omar Ibnu Jakarain 
alias Abu Mogera. A fourth mem- 
ber of the terror group, a certain 
Najer Daud, alias Ben Saif Daud, 
was arrested last Friday. 

The four were immediately 
flown to Basilan where they are 
facing charges and warrants of 
arrest. 

Wescom spokesperson Lt. 
Col. Jacinto de Vera told re- 
porters here that the arrest of 
the four was made possible by 
the cooperation of civilians and 
military operatives. 

"If not for the cooperation of 
the community, we would not 
be able to get them," he said. 

Apress statement released by 
Wescom said the three arrested 
last Friday were monitored in 
Bataraza, a town some 250 Кт. 
south of Puerto Princesa City. 

‘The three left for the city last 
Wednesday, switching from one 
vehicle to another to mislead 
operatives until they reached 
the city and were subsequently 
arrested the following day. 

Ac first, Wescom was mum on 
the arrest of the four. 

‘Armed Forces Chief of Staff 
Gen. Hermogenes Esperon Jr. 
confirmed only the arrest of 
Mogera on Friday. 

Of the four, Mogera is said to be 
а close ally of Jemaah Islamiyah 
leader Dulmatin and is allegedly 
involved in the 2002 Bali bomb- 


ing in Indonesia and in the 2001 
Dos Palmas kidnapping of 
tourists, mostly foreigners, here. 

Asked for the motives of the 
fours presence here, De Vera 
said there was a possibility that 
they were planning to sow ter- 
ror in the city. 

"Considering that they are 
terrorists, if they are in a certain 
place, they are planning" he 
said. "That is why I am asking 
for the help of everybody here. If 
there are things or baggage left 
behind unattended, let us in- 
form the concerned agencies." 

De Vera likewise said the four 
could be on a mission to create 
a diversion from ongoing mili- 
tary offensives against the Abu 
Sayyaf in Basilan and Sulu. 

“We are also considering 
that, We have been closely 
watching that since the start of 
hostilities there,” he said: 

De Vera also said the capture 
ofthe four was a big blow to the 
Abu Sayyaf Group. 

"As you see, Mogera is a close 
ally of Dulmatin," he said. 

AFP spokesperson Lt. Col. Bar- 
tolome Bacarro said Jakarain was 
involved in the 2002 bombing in 
Bali, Indonesia that killed more 
than 200 people, most of them 
Australian and foreign tourists 

Jakarain, Bacarro said, is a 
dose ally of J bomber Dul- 
matin, widely credited as the 
planner of the Bali bombing.

Bagobo ‘inabal’ weaver gets recognized

HE HAD 
been rec- 
ognized in 


the United States 
as a rare artist. 
Even former 
President Bill 
Clinton could not 
help but admire 
herwork. 

At the National 
Museum in Manila, 
her picture and that 
of her works, along 
with her life story, 
are also prominent- 
ly displayed. 

But it took some 
years before her 
townmates in 
Bansalan, Davao del 


Sur realized that a gem of an artist has been 
living in their midst for so long now. 
Salintan Monon, an 87-year-old Bagobo 
from Barangay Bitaug, has been weaving 
the inabal using indigenous materials for 


decades now. 


‘Touted as the last Bagobo inabal weaver, 
Monon said her work entails patience and 
endurance. She gathers the abaca materials 
for her inabal and processes them to extract 


the fibers. 


She then collects tree saps and mixes 
these to produce the colors that she uses. 
On the average, Monon said one piece of 


THIS is how Monon starts her work. 
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breakfast. They have to walk four 
hours each way from their moun- 
tain villages daily “crossing forest, 
including seven rivers and streams” 
before finally reaching the school, 
wet and cold. 

At lunch time, almost all the stu- 
dents begin the long, rigorous trek 
back home as they have no “baon 
(food pack).” This has resulted to 
absenteeism on the part of the stu- 
dents and demoralization on the 
partofteachers. 

Classrooms were virtually empty 
during afternoon class sessions. 

‘Through the school feeding pro- 
gram initiated by the Evans, the sit- 
uation has changed. 


Breaking the poverty cycle 

Daniel, 54, believes education 
breaks the cycle of poverty. 

The couple has led the program 
with the parents and teachers to 
provide lunch for schoolchildren 
during school days. 

Parents alternately do the cook 
ing to keep their children in school. 

The foundation provides rice, 
clothing and transportation. Its 
truck, which the kids call their 
"school bus,” transports the stu- 
dents from home to school and vice 
versa every day. 

“Its amazing because, while the 
province has to extend the enroll- 
ment of some schools to get more 
enrollees, our school has more than 
doubled its population, Evans 
said. 

“We can’t help a lot of people, 
but, by coming to school, 1 hope 
that one day, some of our children 
will decide to come back as profes- 
sionals and help their own people, 
and that’s when we know we have 
succeeded,” he said.

FOR THE FIREFLY BRIGADE, THERE IS 
hope that the smog-choked air of Edsa can be 
cleaned up and Filipinos can be weaned from 
their dependence on motorized vehicles. 

"This group of campaigners for the envi- 
ronment believes that the most effective 
way to clean up the air in the metropoli: 
by making bicycles the primary mode of 
transportation. 

“Its a paradox,” Firefly Brigade incorpo- 
rator and former president Joaquin "Jack" 
Yabut admitted. “The air is polluted so why 
should you ride on a bike? But that is pre- 
cisely why we should ride on bikes, because 
there is pollution.” 

“We (bicycle riders) are a drop in the 
bucket but the bucket will not be filled 
without a drop. It is really a choice you 
make," said Yabut. 

When they were setting up the Firefly

опа [5-kilometer trip thrice a week, riding from Marikina City to E. 


Rodriguez Avenue in Quezon City. 
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Brigade, Yabut said they found fireflies a 
good symbol for their cause. “Fireflies 
thrive when the environment is clean and 
when the water is clean. Once there is pol- 
lution, the fireflies are the first to disappear. 
There are hardly fireflies now in Metro 
Manila. We want the fireflies to come 
back,” he pointed out. 

He said that it was Kathy Sta. Ana, a visu- 
al artist and teacher, who came up with the 
idea of advancing environmental protec- 
tion by promoting the use of bicycles. In 
1999, friends helped her organize the first 
“Tour of the Fireflies” and eventually, the 
brigade was born. 

With 11 other people, including Yabut, 
the Firefly Brigade was registered as a non- 
stock, nonprofit organization with the Se- 
curities and Exchange Commissio 

Starting with the annual fireflies tour, 
the brigade now has other projects: The Re- 
cycle a Bicycle (RAB) and Kitang-Kita ang 
Bisikleta (KKB), among others. 

“Under the RAB, we accept donations of 
money or bicycle parts and then we assem- 
ble or recondition bicycles and donate 
them to (poor but) worthy users,” Yabut 
said as he added with a laugh, "We are prac- 
tically the equivalent of Gawad Kalinga, but 
ona smaller scale." 

But he lamented that owners of bicycles 
usually do not want to get rid of their old 
ones. “Often, the bicycle parts we receive 
are no longer usable and are just junk be- 
cause they are rusty,” he said. 

On the other hand, the KKB project fo- 
cuses on safety awareness among bicycle 
riders. “We try to mobilize resources so we 
can provide safety equipment, vests, lights 
and helmets to others,” Yabut said. 

Recently, the brigade conducted bike 
dlinics at the Eastwood City in Libis, Que- 
zon City, the first commercial center to set 
up bicycle lanes and bicycle racks for riders 
and enthusiasts 

The clinics provided basic training on 
how to survive Metro Manila's traffic and 
carbon monoxide through “efficient cy- 
cling.” It also identified the different routes 
Dike users can safely use. 

“It is not exactly smart to bike along а 
major thoroughfare during rush hour. You 
would only get everything from dust to car- 
Боп monoxide. It is more pleasant, less pol- 
luted if you take alternate bike routes. You 
do not always have to pass through Edsa 
unless you are in а hurry, with a prayer and 
hopefully with a gas mask,” Yabut said. 

The main goal of the clinic, he added, 
маз to teach "basic and practical skills in bi- 
cycle riding so people will discover and ap- 
preciate the joy of cycling and realize it is 
more efficient and safe. We teach that cy- 
cling can be as effortless as walking." 

According to him, that the clinic was 
more of an experiment to encourage malls 
and property developers to become “bicy- 
cle-friendly" since these were areas fre- 
quented by people.

come bicycle-friendly. If they have ‘green’ 
practices, they might as well do it all the 
way,” he said. 

Yabut, the theater center director of the 
Philippine Educational Theater Associa- 
tion, teaches by example. Thrice a week, he 
bikes from Marikina City to E. Rodriguez 
Avenue in Quezon City, a 15-kilometer trip 
that takes him 45 minutes. 

“1 save P100 a day doing this. I try to ride 
a bicycle three times a week. So I save at 
least P300 a week," he said 

Yabut urged local governments to follow 
the example of Marikina City which estab- 
lished a bikeways office and was close to 
completing its bike lanes project. 

“We have to change the mind set of our 
traffic and transportation planners by in- 
corporating mass transportation and non- 
motorized vehicles,” he said as he bewailed 
the attitude of people who believe that bi- 
cycles are a primitive means of transporta- 


cer-friendly commercial center with its

tion meant only for underdeveloped coun- 
tries. 

Yabut pointed out that several countries 
in Europe, North America and South Amer- 
ica were encouraging the use of bicycles to 
reduce pollution. 

The proliferation of motorcycles, howev- 
er, has set back the campaign to promote bi- 
cycles, he said. Although some new engines 
were more efficient and caused less pollu- 
tion, the fact remained that motorcycles 
were adding to the congestion in thorough- 
fares, he added. 

“The cheaper prices of motorcycles have 
increased the sales of this form of transport. 
But it is not the environment that benefits 
but the automotive industry" Yabut said. 

But he remains hopeful that if people 
were tê turn to bicycles, the air in Metro 
Manila would gradually improve and per- 
haps, in time, the fireflies would return to 
the metropolis.

‘The Learning’ from Bogo to Baltimore 
of a Cebuana teacher: Give it your best shot

“No charges were brought against them,” 
he said, adding that there were no condi- 
tions established by the police on them as 
suspects. “The investigation continues.” 

Gerry McCann left the police station 
around midnight, having arrived for ques- 
tioning just after his wife left in the after- 
noon. Kate was also questioned for about 
11 hours on Thursday. 

Police could not be reached to comment 
on the naming of Gerry as a suspect but said 
earlier they had identified a new suspect in 
their investigation, which friends said was 
Kate. 

"Kate knows it’s possible that she could 
get arrested,” Justine McGuinness, а 
spokesperson for the McCanns, said before

Lebanon attack 


WASHINGTON—A US FEDERAL JUDGE 
on Friday ordered Iran to pay $2.65 billion 
to families of 241 soldiers killed in the 1983 
bombing of a Marine barracks in Beirut, 
calling his ruling a warning that attacks on 
US citizens will not be tolerated. 

Judge Royce Lamberth said the award 
“may be the largest ever entered by a court 
of the United States against a foreign na- 
tion.” 

Expressing admiration for the fallen sol- 
diers and sympathy for their families, Lam- 
berth issued his decision after considering 
claims by 1,000 family members and a 
small number of survivors. 

“The court hopes that this extremely size- 
able judgment will serve to aid in the heal 
ing process for these plaintiffs, and simulta- 
neously sound an alarm to the defendants 
that their unlawful attacks on our citizens 
will not be tolerated,” he wrote in his ruling 
from a federal court in Washington DC. 

‘A previous court in 2003 held that Iran 
provided financial and logistical help for 
the lethal 1983 attack carried out by the 
militant Shiite group Hezbollah.

Sherill Quintana, 32, sole proprietor of 
Kutitap Aromatherapy Crafts, resorted to 
retailing to save her business. She knew she 
could no longer compete with cheap prod- 
ucts from China. 

‘Engaged in the manufacture of decora- 
tive and aroma candles, incense, massage. 
oils, and body scrubs, Kutitap used to ex- 
port around P2 million worth of products 
every quarter. 

But when Quintana ventured into the re- 
tailing of her aromatherapy products, 
which are said to relieve stress and promote 
wellness, she reduced her output to 
200,000 worth of products. 

Today, she has three stores located in 
shopping malls in Los Ваһов in Laguna, Li- 
pa City and Batangas City. She also con- 
signs products to boutiques in Laguna. 


Hobby 

“Kutitap” started as a hobby of Quintana 
before it became a hit and a big source of in- 
come for her family and her staff. 

Since her high school days, Quintana 
said, she was especially fond of candles and 
other handicrafts. 

She recalled that, when she was 14, she 
used to fashion products out of discarded 
candles and floor wax. 

A graduate of Sociology from the Univer- 
sity of the Philippines at Los Baños, she 
worked as information and communica- 
tions officer for agencies like the United 
States Agency for International Develop- 
ment and the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources. 

But her difficult pregnancy gave her the 
opportunity to go back to what she really 
loves to do. She resigned from work and 
stayed home while making candles. 

After relatives and friends ordered pieces 
as gifts for different occasions, Quintana was 
emboldened to make money out of her craft. 

She recounted that, with an initial capital 
of P15,000 and just several months into pro- 
duction, she was already accepting big orders, 
one of them from Max's Restaurant, who 
asked her to deliver fora Valentine dinner. 

She later joined trade shows and bazaars 
їп Manila and started exporting in January 
2001. 

Kutitap put up a small factory in Calamba 
City as business expanded. 


Retail 

Those were the glorious days, which 
were quickly followed by difficulties when 
her export venture faced competing Chi- 
nese products. 

“We were not that flexible to have a pric- 
ing structure that would cover all the costs. 
But instead of closing down like what other 
companies were doing, we developed other 
ways to survive,” she said. 

Quintana admitted that many exporters, in- 
cluding herself, were ignoring the local mar- 
ket because foreign buyers purchase in bulk. 

After three years in the export business, 
she returned to the basics. 

According to Quintana, the local and the ex- 
port markets are very different from each other 
in terms of “taste” and management style. 

Production for export is primarily based 
on orders, with one deal allowing the pro- 
prietor to survive for about six months. Pro- 
duction for the local market, on the other 
hand, goes on the entire year

She noted that Kutitap always adjusted 
to the consumers taste. 

"We had an experience (wherein) no 
one, except balikbayan buyers bought our 
candles created by very good designers," 
she said. 

"Unlike the western consumers, most Fil- 
ipinos don't want basic colors because can- 
dles for us are decorative items and not 
functional," she added. 

According to her, variety of designs is the 
key to the successful retailing of Kutitap's 
products. 


Creating the market 

Most people don't know the products they 
sell, so they have to experience first how to 
use them and even how to make one. 

This strategy is also a means of creating 
the market, she said. 

Just in the last week of August, Quintana 
facilitated a training on making candles, 
body scrubs, and essential oils among 
women residents of Calamba City. 

Since 2000, Quintana has facilitated at 
least 40 workshops mostly in barangays in 
Quezon, Batangas and Laguna provinces. 

“As the owner, I have this belief that what 
you give will come back but in other forms,” 
she claimed, 

It has been a company mission for years 
to help mothers at home become produc- 
tive while taking care of their children. 


Tourism 

This year, Kutitap developed a new mar- 
keting strategy that would promote not on- 
ly aromatherapy products. This means in- 
cluding promoting the town of Los Baftos in 
trade shows and some advertisements. 

“Our strategy is to attract people to come 
їп, not just to visit our store but also to see 
wonderful places in our town.” 

Quintana was recently elected president 
of the Los Вайов Tourism Council so it be- 
came easy for her to forge an alliance with 
other business owners. 

Kutitap today employs 12 production work- 
ers and two staff members in each store. 

During months with big orders, Quin- 
tana subcontracts work within Laguna. 

‘She stressed that, in order to stay long in 
a business, itis important to be flexible and 
adjust to the people's demand. 

Her advice to other budding en- 
trepreneurs is to maintain their enthusiasm 
and passion for what they are doing. 

“Even if there are people here designated 
to make the candles, I am still excited in 
making and designing one, especially if 1 
am practicing new techniques,” she said.

One road is the well-beaten path of 
following the formula of success by 
people ahead of us—be visible, bask in 
the shadow of the boss, step on others 
as you climb the corporate ladder, leave 
your friends behind—and use any 
virtue or vice as instruments to propel 
you faster toward intoxicating success, 

The other road-— "the road less trav- 
eled,” to use a phrase usually associat- 
ed with M. Scott Peck (rhough it is ac- 
tually a line from Robert Fros)—is one 
that exalts virtue as the non-negotiable 
quality creates real achievement with- 
out need for public applause, respect 
others rights, keeps friendships and al- 
lances intact—and never sacrifices 
one's principles at the altar of bogus or, 
at best, temporal success. 

‘The success formula, of course, is not 
as clear-cut as the two distinct roads 
that are truly diametrically opposed. If 
you opt to take the “low road" to suc- 
cess of known conquerors, then you 
succeed with a sense of guilt for achiev- 
ing an end with dubious means. 

Оп the other hand, when you take 
the “high road" of pure virtue, all 
sweetness and light, with no dark cor- 
ners, you tur a blind eye to the re 
ties of human frailty and social dive 
ty and success eludes you. 

Here comes a book that delivers a 
formula for success or conquest, with 
stories that steer dear of myths behind 
well-known conquerors in antiqui- 
ty—and with annotations that extract 
‘meaning from such stories. And yet this 
book must be read with a clear “PG 

ing.”

‘This is an unusual book on how to 
succeed because, at first glance, the sto- 
ries come across as prescriptions of us- 
ing such not-so-desirable behavioral 
patterns as betrayal, trickery, cruelty 
hypocrisy, crocodile tears, cowardice, 
hatred, insincere love, unabashed use 
of religion and ideology, expansionism, 
and terrorism. 

‘This book chronicles the murder of 
Alexander the Great, the betrayal of 
Genghis Khan against one who sup- 
ported him, and the Machiavellian de- 
vices of Napoleon—and many more 
“imperialists in their era." 

Shom of myths and romanticized 
notions, their stories make them less 
likable, and they come across more ав 
villains, not heroes. 

Actually the author places these fa- 
mous conquerors within the perspec- 
tive of history, and thus we learn how 
to read history. After all, as one writer 
said, “All history is biography.” 

‘The book enables you to know these 
conquerors up close—full of warts and 
all, so you can sift virtue from vice, right 
from wrong, the exemplary and the de- 
spicable. 

Thankfully, the author has a warning 
in his preface: “For a long time, histori- 
ans avoided the evil conduct commit- 
ted by conquerors to make them seem. 
greater than life and deserving respect. 
But actually, they also betrayed, fled 
during battle, treated love like а busi- 
ness deal, and sacrificed close friends 
without hesitation for specific aims." 

"The book has shown that these con- 


querors are mortals—giving us a 
caveat that our rulers, charged with the 
‘common weal, are sometimes forced to 
compromise pure virtue or else abdi- 
cate the throne. 

Another quote rings true for our cur- 
rent generation of leaders: "He who be- 
trayed you once is very likely to betray 
you a second time.” Haven't we been 
disappointed by an official who does 
not keep his or her word? 

Love, our most cherished value, is to 
these conquerors simply a strategy for 
subjugation of a country. The book cites 
love—or what passes for itas a nego- 
tiable instrument for alliance among 
empires 

The most famous case is the merging 
of forces by Julius Caesar and Cleopa- 
tra—with an insight from the author. 
"The Serpent of the Nile gained much 
more from such an alliance. 

While this book has value for those 
preoccupied with political power, it is 
also useful—if not more soin corpo- 
rate boardrooms and executive suites 
where conquests abound and the van- 
quished lick their wounds. 

For example, "the leader must be 
feared, not loved" ‘A little cruel- 
ty’—ruthlessness, in our modem day 
world—is needed to пай! discipline. 
Deception is a standard competitive 
"weapon. Sun Tzu's advice is milder: 
“You can pretend to be weak if you are 
strong” 

‘And yet something bugs our mind. 
How do these so-called "success se- 
cres" of famous conquerors stand 
alongside that Solitary Life, who in his 
earthly life did not use dubious means 
toachieve a noble end? 

‘The book highlights the central truth 
about these historical figures with this 
statement: “What conquerors protect is 
not the world of the mind but their ter- 
tores" What about this famous 
Nazarene who chose to touch the 
mind, stir the soul—and, as many his- 
torians will agree, who “tumed the 
world upside down”? 

If at all, this book makes clear to us 
‘our fundamental choices. You go for 
conquest of territories, and so you must. 
be prepared to abandon things that 
and who are precious to you. You go for 
conquest of the self, and all that are 
precious and noble remain. It is actual-

IF YOUVE READ ONE OF MY BOOKS 
before, you probably know about the Раге- 
to Principle, which says that focusing on 
the top 20 percent of your priorities will 
produce 80 percent of the results you de- 
sire, while focusing on the bottom 80 per- 
cent of your priorities will only produce 
only 20 percent of the results you desire. 

Туе found that most leaders agree that 
the 80/20 principle works great when it 
Comes to prioritizing their finances and 
their time, Yet, Гуе also noticed that many 
leaders fail to apply it to people. 

‘Author Waylon Moore said, “We spend 
priority time with problem people when we 
should be spending priority time with po- 
tential people.” 

Most leaders don't have much trouble in- 
vesting their time and money in the things 
that bring the greatest return because the 
results can usually be seen. However, that's 
not necessarily the case when you apply the 
80/20 principle to people. 

Sometimes, it can take months or even 
years to reap the rewards of prioritizing 
your people. But when you think about it, 
theres no other way to maximize the po- 
tential of your organization. 

Its your job to invest your best time in 
your best people. Like a coach during ty: 
outs, you must be able to discern whom the 
key players are, then position them where 
their gifts will best advance the team to- 
ward victory. 

То find your key players, put people with, 
potential up to the following Leadership 
Approval Tests: 

1. The Influence Test 

Your key people must have a degree of 
influence with the rest of your people. Oth- 
erwise, they will have trouble leading oth- 
ers to carry out the tasks before them. Make. 
sure you're spending time with the people 
‘who will help you inspire positive change in 
your organization 

2. The Relationship Test. 

Determine how your potential leaders re- 
іше to the rest of your people. Are they оп 
good terms? Do others consider them their 
friend? The people with the greatest poten- 
tial won't have burned too many bridges. 

3. The Credibility Test. 

Another requirement of your top priority 
people is that they have a good reputation. 
Are your potential leaders respected by 
your people? Do others come to them with 
their problems? Your potential leaders must 
have established a foundation of trust with 
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others in order to lead them. 

4, The Spiritual Test 

Many leaders overlook this aspect of 
leadership, but I believe its the most impor- 
tant when determining your key players. A 
potential leader who obeys God is in a 
much better position to succeed than one 
who ignores God's will for his Ше. 

5, The Administrative Test 

Your potential leaders must also show 
that they can discern what is best for the 
rest of your people. Do your potential lead- 
ers have a track record of making wise deci- 
sions? Do others seek their advice? If you 
would trust a potential leaders advice, 
chances are very good that others would as 
well 

6. The Attitude Test. 

The last requirement of key players is 
that they have the right attitude toward 
serving their peers. True leadership requires 
serving others full time. How do your po- 
tential leaders view leadership? Are they 
unselfish? Are they team players? For your 
potential leaders to be an asset to you and 
the rest of your team, they must be ready 
and willing to serve. 

How did your potential leaders fare? Did 
they pass the Approval Tests on every 
point? If you want to invest in your best 
people you must develop a good system for 
determining who your leaders are. 

For your organization to be effective, you 
must be effective at positioning your key 
players for success. 

Remember that the wrong people in the 
wrong place will lead to failure. And the 
right people in the wrong place will lead to 
frustration. But when the right people are 
positioned in the right place, and are given 
the right tools by their leader, maximum ef- 
feciivenessis realized.

Protecting daughters 
from cervical cancer 


THE FILIPINO YOUTH'S SEXUAL 
behavior is growing riskier by the 
year. More and more young men 
and women are placing them- 
selves in danger of contracting 
dreaded sexually transmitted dis- 
eases, foremost of which is the 
killer called cervical cancer In 
spite of the alarming statistics, the 
jury is still out on the HPV, or anti- 
cervical cancer vaccine. 

"To vaccinate or not to vaccinate 
continues to be a dilemma, a debat- 
able subject, among most Filipino 
mothers. 

Ata round table discussion at the 
Manila Peninsula last week, Dr 
Christine Palma, head of the Gyne- 
cologic Oncology section of St. 
Luke's Medical Center, said that in 
the 1993 Philippine Demographic 
and Health Survey and the 1998 
National Statistics Office Survey, 
the median ages of first sexual con- 
tacts were 21.8 years old and 22.1 
years old, respectively. 

However, in a more recent study, 
the 2002 Young Adult Fertility and 
Sexuality Study (а nationwide 
study of 20,000 adolescents aged 

15 to 27) revealed that the age of 
first sex is getting younger It 
showed that 1.2 percent of both 
young males and females had al- 
ready engaged in sex before they 
turned 13 years old. The figures 
rose sharply when the study looked 
into “engaged in sex before age 18" 

| where it displayed a probability of 
12 percent among females and 28 
percent of males. The study also 
showed that 23 percent of young 
people have engaged in premarital 
sex (31.1 percent in boys and 154 
percent in girls).

The rise in cervical 
cancer cases 
parallels the rise in 
‘first-time sex’ 
among the young 


by the US Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) in June 2006 as “the 
first vaccine developed to prevent 
cervical cancer, precancerous geni- 
tal lesions and genital warts due to 
HPV types 6, 11, 16 and 18." 
HPV-16 and HPV-18 account for 
about 70 percent of all cervical can- 
cers affecting the cervix, which con 
nects the vagina to the uterus. HPV- 
б and HPV-11 account for about 90 
percent of genital warts. Most wom- 
‘en with HPV infection don't develop 
cervical cancer. The vaccine pro- 
tects against leading causes of cervi- 
cal cancer, but it doesn't ward off 
other causes of cervical cancer. 
Cervical cancer is the second 
leading cause of cancer deaths 
among women in the Philippines 
and in the world. According to the 
2005 Philippine Cancer Facts and 
Statistics, 52 percent of those afflict- 
ed with cervical cancer will die 
within five years of diagnosis. 
‘Worldwide, cervical cancer com- 
prises 12 percent of all cancers in 
women, while 80 percent of all cas- 
es are found in developing coun- 
tries, such as the Philippines. 
Gardasil is the first vaccine devel- 
oped to prevent cervical cancer, pre- 
cancerous genital lesions and geni- 
tal warts due to НРУ HPV causes 
genital warts in men and women. 
The vaccine is highly effective 
against HPV types 6 and 11, which 
cause approximately 90 percent of 


genital warts, and HPV types 16 
and 18, which cause about 70 per- 
cent of cervical cancer. 

‘According to the CDC, the Advi- 
sory Committee on Immunization 
practices (ACIP) recommends that 
the vaccine be routinely given to 
girls when they are 11-12 years old. 
The ACIP recommendation also al- 
lows for vaccination of girls begin- 
ning at age 9 as well as vaccination 
of girls and women 13-26 years old. 

Dr. Cynthia Cuayo Juico, of the 
Department of Pediatrics at the 
Manila Doctors Hospital and the 
School Health Program of the 
Philippine Pediatrics Society said 
the vaccine is a significant develop- 
ment in women's health, but adds 
that the PPS has yet to make an offi- 
cial stand on whether it should be 
included in routine vaccination. 


Further studies 

"Even in the United States, not all 
states have included it in their 
mandatory protocol,” Juico said. 

Mother to a 20-year-old daughter 
herself, Dr. Juico believes that there 
is no harm in waiting it out. “Td like.

Deo Jordan, head of the Digital Broad- 
cast Operations for ABS-CBN Broadcast En- 
gineering Division (BED), says tests for 
DTTV started late 2006 in San Fernando, 
Pampanga and San Miguel, Bulacan. 

“The sample audience in these areas re- 
ceived several hundred set-top boxes 
(STBs),” he relates. “We conducted surveys 
and focus group discussions with them. The 
tests were very informative.” 

Jordan explains: “The tests supplied us 
with data on how to better design the trans- 
mission system, including information on 
how many transmitters we need to install 
to cover Mega Manila, at what power level 
ме need to broadcast, and what the total 

cost may be if we do digital broadcasting 
full-time. We also realized that we needed 
to raise awareness on how easy it is to use 
an STB to convert an ordinary TV to receive 
DTTV signals."

So, we like it when new filmmakers say 
they're thinking "beyond Brocka and Bernal," 
but we wish that they won't forget what made 
those two National Artists film masters, 

When Brocka and Bemal were making 
movies, there were scores of other film directors 
also striving to make their mark, But, due to 
many factors (relative talent, differing motiva- 
tions, less principled or disciplined work ethic, 
etc), many of them ended up as also-rans. 

New filmmakers should remind themselves 
that the same situation obtains today: Many are 
called, but few are truly chosen. 

‘Meaning, it isn’t enough to be new and pas- 
sionate, you still need to have vivid, empathetic 
film stories to tell, know how to use the technol- 
ову well, and have the right reasons for doing 
so.

Brion cited the case 
of India which has fol- 
lowed suit in setting 
the minimum monthly 
salary of women immi- 
grants 10 155400, and 
increasing the age re- 
striction at 30 years 
old. The new India 
policy takes effect Sep- 
tember 1, 2007. 

The POEA Govern: 
ing Board approved last. 
year a series of resolu- 
tions defining policy re- 
forms that seek to im- 
prove the lot of house- 
hold workers. The new 
policies which took ef- 
fect December 16, 
2006, include upgrad- 
ing of skills of the work- 
ers, orientation course 
оп country-specific cul- 
ture and language, pro- 
tective mechanisms at 
the job sites, obliging 
employers to shoulder 
the cost of deploying 
the domestic helper, in- 
creasing the age limit to 
23 years old, and in- 
creasing the minimum 
salary to a level com- 
mensurate to their ac- 
quired competencies. 

In following our ini- 
tiative, Brion said the 
Indian government 
may have recognized 
that the competition 
now inthe deployment 
of workers is the pro- 
tection of women. 

But India even went 
further.

Brion added that the 
decrease in the number 
of household workers 
deployed should be 
viewed positively as the 
policy reform is gener- 
ating good results de 
spite the decline. 

Brion said more Fili 
pino workers are now 
eyeing jobs that offer 
higher Salary and more 
friendly working envi 
ronment.

‘THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND EMPLOYMENT (DOLE) 
said that measures have been initiated to prevent illegal re- 
cruitment through the Internet. 5 

Labor and Employment Secretary Arturo D. Brion said the 
Philippine Overseas Employment Administration (POEA) al- 
lows only licensed agencies and their legitimate representa- 
tives to post vacancies and recruit Filipino workers through 
the Internet. The POEA is a Dole attached agency. 

Brion said the POEA Governing Board, through Resolution 
No. 6, series of 2007, gives the recruitment agencies and their 
legitimate representatives which are registered with the 
РОВА such authority as a measure to curtail illegal recruit- 
ment through the Net, 

Brion, who chairs the POEA Board, urged workers looking 
for overseas jobs through the Internet to check with POEA 
whether the agency or individual posting vacancies in the Net 
are licensed and whether the vacancies are complemented 


with appropriate job orders from abroad. 

‘The Dole chief noted that the emerging trend of recruitment 
and posting of job vacancies on the Internet have provided 
unscrupulous individuals the opportunity to victimize workers 
in search of high-paying overseas jobs. 

He said that would-be victims are usually lured with over- 
seas employment offering generous salaries and benefits that 
most often appear "too good to be true." 

‘The labor chief said that victims of illegal recruitment Гай 
prey to perpetrators, popularly known as scammers, after be- 
ing advised to submit ctedentials and deposit money to un- 
known accounts. 

Online recruitment scams requiring applicants to deposit 
‘money to certain accounts are most likely fraudulent, Brion 
said as he reiterated his warning to all Filipino workers to go. 
through legitimate channels only when applying for overseas 
employment to avoid being victimized by such scams.

“Four Seasons—Cycle of Life” as interpreted by Yamaguchi on Shu Uemura bottled oils 


Known as the Japanese master of 
contemporary beauty, Shu Uemura has 
teamed up with several modern artists to 
create packaging that reflects his products’ 
promise to bring out one's inner beauty. 


The result is art in a bottle, limited edition 
cleaning oils that express their character 
through artistic designs by contemporary 
artists, among them Tokyo native Ai 
Yamaguchi for the 2005 bottle art, and 
American artist John Tremblay for the 2006 
edition. 


Uemura, who was brought up in the suburb 
of Tokyo, grew up in what became known 
as the Uemura Garden which his father 
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built in the 1930s. Filled with Japanese 
trees and flowers, the garden allowed 
Uemura to enjoy the richness of the 
passing of the four seasons. It also firmed 
up his understanding of the relationship 
between nature and beauty. 


This early appreciation of Japan's 
changing seasons was something that 
Uemura shared with young artist Ai 
Yamaguchi, a textile art college graduate. 
Yamaguchi, who had once worked with 
Takashi Murakami—a designer for Vuitton 
bags—has an artistic style that has been 
described as a perfect mix of classical 
Japanese culture and contemporary 
animation. 
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John Tremblay's “Optical Pleasure” adorns the 2006 edition of Shu Uemura's cleaning oils 
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Uemura's and Yamaguchi's shared 
sensitivity resulted in the design known 
as "Four Seasons—Cycles of Life" used 
in the 2005 Cleaning Oils Limited Edition. 
The designs draw together art, nature 
and science, with Yamaguchi painting on 
the collectible bottles the story of a gir! 
undergoing life changes with the passing 
of the seasons. 


For the 2006 edition of the Cleaning Oils' 
bottled art, Uemura turned to American 
artist John Tremblay, whose design on 
the transparent bottles has transformed 
them into what the artist describes as 
"cylindrical sculptures." Known as 
"Optical Pleasure," the 2006 edition 
designs reflect Tremblay's painting style 
which has been called Pop-Op 
abstraction. The amorphous style 
includes references to graphic and textile 
designs, formalist paintings, cartooning, 
party decorations and stylized graffiti. 
Another reviewer has described 
Tremblay's art as "percolat(ing) with 
intellectual and visual energy." 


And indeed, the designs on the 
collectible bottles show geometric 
patterns using metallic and fluorescent 
colors that constantly morph when light 
hits the transparent oil. 


Being limited editions, the bottles have 
become collectible items, with the 2008 
Edition focused on a fashion duo still to 
be named. The bottles may still be 
available at eBay and at Shu Uemura 
counters at Rustan's Makati and 
Rustan's Shangri-La. *

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Dressed up as a videogame character, 
Alodia Gosiengfiao is definitely a head- 
turner in cosplay events even if she 
can't ever let her hair down 


T'S not as if 19-year-old student Alodia 
Gosiengfiao is bald or prone to bad hair 
days. So why does this model and artist 
wear and collect wigs? Well, like most of 
her friends, Alodia is a huge fan of anime 
and is seriously into cosplay. | 


Cosplay, a fusion of the words “costume” 
and “role play,” is a Japanese subculture 
that focuses on dressing up as characters 
from manga (comics), anime (animation), 
tokusatsu (special effects), video games 
and live-action Japanese film and 
television dramas. 


It was actually a cosplay event that made 
Alodia start her wig collection. It all started 
in 2003, when she was cosplaying in an 
event called the C3 Convention and she 
came in as the videogame character Magic 
Gunner Rikku of “Final Fantasy X-2." Eye- 
catching in her colorful costume and blond 
wig, she even bagged third place in the 
People's Choice Award. 


That cosplay event was followed by 
another and yet another, until the wigs— 
an indispensable part of Alodia's costumes 
—began multiplying as well. The collector 
currently has 25 wigs of varying lengths, 
colors and hairstyles. But acquisition is just 
half the story. 


In collecting wigs, maintenance and 
storage are just as important, says Alodia, 
who has developed her own method of 
organizing her collection to keep them 
clean and safe. 


“| wrap them in hair nets and then put them 
in boxes and zip-lock bags," she says of 
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Perfectly Kawaii: Alodia wigs out over wigs. 
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the wigs when they're not on her head. "All 
my wigs are placed together in a paper bag 
and then stored in a cabinet." 


But while most collectors are almost 
always ready to flaunt their collectibles 
through photo albums, plastic clearbooks 
or even glass curio cases, Alodia would 
rather not display her stuff. 


"Wigs easily get dirty from all the dust and 
moisture particles in the air," she explains. 
She's not being finicky, just careful about 
what is already a sizeable investment, 
P80,000 to date. She has shelled out 
P7,000 for a particular wig and she's not 
about to stop adding to her collection. 


Alodia's unusual collection—and her 
penchant for wearing them at high-profile 
affairs—has made her a media darling. Not 
only do cosplay fans take her picture or 
ask for her autograph during conventions, 
some teen magazines have also started to 
feature her in their pages. As if that were 
not enough recognition, Alodia has also 
begun to conquer TV: she was recently 
chosen as the first-ever Kawaii Girl of "Mad 
Mad Рип," the latest lifestyle variety show 
of the youth channel Animax. 


A first in the Philippines, the Kawaii ("cute" 
in Japanese) Girls segment of the original 
Animax program features the Metro's 
head-turning, ultra-trendy eye candies and 
their unique, interesting hobbies. With her 
diverse hobbies (among them digital and 
traditional painting, piano-playing, 
cosplaying, videogaming) and her 
fascination for wigs, Alodia is easily a 
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shoo-in as the perfect Kawaii Girl. In fact, 
the wigs got a lot of air time during the 
episode that featured her. 


"The entire shoot was memorable," 
recounts Alodia. "It lasted almost five hours 
with no breaks in between. It was so tiring 
but we all enjoyed it. | was really honored 
and thankful to be featured, because l'm 
really a fan of Animax." 


Well, this time, it seems, based on her 
exposure, the blog comments, and the 
awards she has garnered, Alodia too has a 
huge fan base among internet surfers, 
fellow cosplayers, anime lovers and 
videogamers—with or without her wigs. *

In a gathering at a chi-chi and 
very pricey restaurant, | once 
overheard a guest comment, 
"Maganda dito. limbitahin ko si 
misis. Yayayain ko siya mag- 
appetizer (This is a beautiful 
place. I'll take the missus here. 
I'll invite her for appetizers)." 

It was so funny | found myself 
laughing out loud. But it's 
painful, too, because what guy 
in his right mind would want to 
scrimp on someone he loves? 
(Okay, don't answer that. But 
you know what | mean ... ) The 
point is, you shouldn't have to 
spend an arm and a leg for 
good food. They should rather 
be offered at commensurate, 
not murderous, prices. In fact, 
charging P1,000 for a meal 
should be considered an 
inhumane act against the Third 
World consumer (!) because it 
is just painful to see such 
delicious food presented to you 
at prices you can't afford. 


And sometimes you just want 
to EAT. No need for air 
conditioning or expensive 
utensils or waiters who speak 
English. You just want good 
food—something filling, tasty 
and reasonably priced—period. 


Enter Soms, a Thai restaurant 
on N. Garcia Street (formerly 
Reposo) in Makati. | had heard 
of this hole-in-the-wall maybe a 
year ago from designer and 
musician friends. At the time, 
Soms was just a garage 
carinderia on Alger Street 
parallel to Rockwell Drive. My 
friends raved about their find: 
"Cheap eats sa Rockwell 
gillage (gilid ng village)" they 
said, "Authentic Thai and dirt 
cheap, as in TWO pesos for 
extra rice!" Sure, the rice came 
with flies (flying about, not in 
the bowl of course), and it could 
be sweat-dripping hot if you 


came for lunch. But for that 
good a meal, at less than P100, 
it was totally worth it, they said. 


Not one to jump on a food 
trend, however, | only tried it 
out a year later, when the more 
accessible Reposo branch 
opened. My friends and | were 
fans of Daddy Nicks back in the 
day when Soms took over the 
old grillery, | decided it was time 
to pay the rising star a visit. 


A survey of the restaurant from 
the outside and immediately as 
you enter shows why the price 
for ambience has been slashed 
from the bill. They didn't 
change much from the old 
Daddy Nicks, except that they 
painted the walls orange and 
played with tiles and fake 
bricks. Hanging speakers are 
still wrapped in (now dusty) 
plastic, which reminded me of 
that funny e-mail that went 
around back in the day, about 
how to tell if you are Filipino 
(answer: if your sofa set still 
has its plastic covers "para 
hindi madumihan"). They have 
Christmas vines from maybe 
two Christmases ago. There is

Street Treat 


! Tasty and inexpensive Thai food is just around the 
| street corner when you visit Soms in Makati 
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a Sacred Heart statue behind 
the bar, amusingly stationed 
beside San Miguel. During one 
visit, | noticed that the pinlight 
above our table was being held 
to the ceiling by nothing but 
really dusty tape that it literally 
could have fallen on my head. 
And—here's the most 
endearing kicker—during the 
hours when they're not airing 
"Eat Bulaga" (plus points for 
being Kapuso!), "Total Eclipse 
of the Heart" plays in the 
background! "Turn around, 
every now and then ..." 


| notice that on each visit, 
practically all the tables are 
occupied—by locals and 
foreigners alike. Clearly, the 
karaoke music does not matter. 
No one comes to Soms 
expecting fancy fare. Instead, 
its loyal clientele and their 
friends come to this simple 
station for a taste of Thailand 
the way they had it when they 
were last there: on the street, at 
dirt cheap prices. 


At Soms, the customer comes 
for the food, and the restaurant 
satisfies by offering dishes that 


+ 


both the experienced traveler 
and the backpacker would 
appreciate. The Tom Yam soup, 
| a hot and sour shrimp soup that 
you must start with, hits the 
| right note on sour, mellowed by 
the flavor of the lemon grass 
that they mix in to make it the 
right blend of Thai. The 
Bagoong Fried Rice, which you 
can enjoy as a meal on its own, 
oozes with flavor from the 
bagoong (shrimp paste), and 
comes with thin slices of green 
mango on the side, to balance 
Ше bagoong's salty with the 
mango's sour, and it helps that 
they throw in a couple of pieces 
of meat and scrambled eggs as 
well, just like they do in 
Thailand. At only P98, | see this 
dish achieving legendary status 
in the Fave Cheap Eats List, 
joining the league of Cable Car 
Fried Rice (805 babies, unite!). 


You can skip the spring rolls 
(P92), which makes for just a 
regular, uneventful spring. 
Alternatively, the catfish salad 
(P150)is a fine way to whet 
your appetite before hitting your 
main dish. | had the catfish 
salad at People's Palace 
(P340) the following day to 
compare, and noted that aside 
from the size (the one at 
People's Palace has a more 
generous amount of the fish), 
presentation, and the general 
ambience of the Palace, the 
difference is not glaring at all. If 
you are picky, you will notice 
that the flavors in the Palace 
salad are more cohesive and 
heightened, and | gather this is 
from the sheer quality of the 
ingredients used, like the use of 
lime at the Palace versus 
calamansi at Soms. But like the 
difference between the sinigang 
of a five star hotel and that of 
your mother, just remember

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Beatle 
Juice 


The long and winding road from 
Manila to the US brought Peter 
Valdes to a surfeit of blues that he 
relieved by listening to well-loved 
songs from his childhood, Listening 
to the Beatles anew was like 
meeting an old friend, he recalls 


Peter Valdes shuttles regularly 
between San Diego, California and Makati 
City in the Philippines in the course of 
managing two software companies where 
he sits as chief executive. It's also a route 
that echoes his ear-popping obsession: 
collecting as many items connected with 
the Beatles as he can. 


After graduating from the UP College of 
Engineering in the mid-'70s, Pete has 
made moving between two worlds a way of 
life. He has personal and professional 
attachments worth keeping, both in his 
motherland and in his adopted country. 


Pete, however, remembers a time during 
graduate school in New York when he did 
not have the luxury of keeping close 
contact with family and friends in the 
Philippines. The expatriate blues that 
settled in when he thought of home and 
hearth were unbearable. To relieve his 
homesickness, he'd buy records by artists 
he had listened to while growing up in the 
Philippines. 


Recalls Pete: "The music evoked 
memories of happy times when | was 
younger. There were moments in a song 
when I'd fondly remember family and 
friends back home. That was enough to 
make my day.” 


The very first record he purchased as a kid 
was the Beatles’ "A Hard Day's Night." It

| All you need: Pete Valdes and a bed full of his beloved Beatles albums т 
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was also the first album he bought in New 
York to stave off loneliness. The fond 
memories brought out by that Beatles 
album kick-started a passion for the Fab 
Four that went beyond mere appreciation 
of their music. Pete began collecting 
everything that had to do with the Beatles: 
records from Liverpool, films and books on 
them. 


His Beatles collection includes over 1,000 
vinyl LPs, 45 rpms, and CDs; about 500 
VHS and DVD movies, and some 500 
books. His Beatles titles include all those 
released on Capitol, EMI/Parlophone, 
Apple, Apple/Capitol, and Mobile Fidelity, 
as well as rare and obscure albums or 
outtakes from Atco, Audio Rarities, 
AudioFidelity, Backstage, Cicadelic, 
Clarion, Hall of Music, Ling song, and 
Metro. 


Pete has also developed his very own 
database program to track his music and 
video collection. Since he is able to access 
the database anywhere in the world 


through his palmtop, he can readily check if | 


he already has a copy of anything he might 
consider buying. He does concede, 
however, that a better copy of a collectible 
is always welcome. 


Every Beatles album listed and described 
in the 424-page “The Complete Beatles 
Discography” by J. Russell, a definitive 
resource according to amazon.com, is part 
of his collection. Aside from commercial 
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releases, he has studio outtakes, versions 


-by other artists, including those done by 


Pinoy cover bands like the Dynasouls, and 
a copy of the same album released in 
Japan, Germany and France for their one 
of a kind packaging. He laments that 
Philippine-made vinyl copies have shoddy 
packaging, although a good copy of a 
Beatles album from the '60s can fetch up 
to $250 on eBay. 


Pete has both the vinyl and CD versions of 
all Beatles studio albums. His passion 
extends to Lennon-McCartney 
compositions given to other artists. 
Offhand, these include "World Without 
Love" for Peter and Gordon and "I Wanna 
Be Your Man" for the Rolling Stones. He 
even collects outputs from the solo careers 
of the former Beatles and those of their 
children, although only John Lennon's son. 
Julian, has recorded several albums. 


"Most collectors focus on collectibles from 
an artist," he says. "I complete the entire 
catalog instead. Gaps in my collection of 
an artist's releases encourage me to seek 
out the missing records." 


Pete started putting together his Beatles 
collection in 1980. For the past 20 years, 
he has been regularly consulting Goldmine 
Album Price Guide, the chief reference of 
record collectors, the Internet, particularly 
eBay, and record conventions in America. 
He goes on regular buying binges in L.A., 
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All-Star Collector

Joe action figures 
represented the force of good against 
evil. Today, Iraq and the Al Qaeda have 
blurred the lines somewhat, but a 
faithful legion of grownup fans have 
kept the Real American Hero battle- 
ready at all times 


The ultimate boy toy? 


No, not Katrina Halili... G.I. Joe! The only 
toy that, according to one wit, keeps the 
world safe for American interests. And if 
you find the idea of boys playing with dolls 
kind of creepy, the first thing you must 
remember is: they're not dolls, they're 
action figures. 


The plastic soldier has been around in 
various incarnations and configurations 
since 1964, when the Hasbro toy company, 
in response to rival Mattel's success with 
Barbie, decided to explore a heretofore 
untapped market for dolls—boys. Correctly 
assuming that parents would never buy 
"dolls" for their little boys, the company 
coined the term "action figure," and a cult 
was born. 


G.I. Joe took its name from the World War 
ll-era cartoon figure of the American 
soldier, still resonant with patriotic emotions 
and international goodwill in 1964. Vietnam 
would change all that in a few years, but by 
then С.І. Joe had become a resounding 
success. The first-generation С.І. Joes 
were ultra-realistic 12-inch soldiers, with 
real hair, detailed uniforms and weapons. 
Taking a page from the Barbie playbook, 
the company figured that accessorizing 
was a large part of the line's appeal, and it 
devised ingenious weapons, vehicles,

uniforms, and of course enemies to keep 
the little gearheads pumped. 


America post-Vietnam had soured on war, 
however, and to keep up with the mood of 
the time, the company quickly reconfigured 
G.I. Joe into an "Adventure Team" of super 
spies that battled "evil" in general, in the 
person of a growing cast of super-villains. 
In the coming years, the line was retooled 
to keep up with trends: they became the 
"Defenders" one year, and "Superjoe" the 
next. The company also devised 
innovations like the "Eagle Eye" that 
allowed players to direct Joe's stern gaze, 
and the famous "Kung Fu Grip" that 
allowed the action figure to grasp his latest 
weapon. 


By the late 1970s and 1980s, however, G.I. 
Joe sales had dipped alarmingly and a 
drastic retooling resulted in a downsizing of 
the foot-tall figures to 3 and % inches, to 

‚ match the size of the best-selling Star 
Wars toys. The so-called "Real American 
Hero" line of 1982 is the dividing line for 
collectors between "vintage" Joes and 
"new" Joes, although the company would 

| reissue the 12-inch figures on a limited 
basis for collectors, and Joe himself would 
intermittently grow and shrink back as 
market forces demanded. 


| Today, С.І. Joe is a venerable veteran of 

| the toy wars. Marvel superhero action 
figures, Star Wars figures and, significantly, 
anime figures have stolen a lot of his 
thunder, and his is a shrinking domain in 
the annual toy conventions. 

But the cult of Joe is as strong as ever. 
Collectors' clubs abound all over the world. 


In the Philippines, the Manila G.I. Joe 
Collectors Circle (e-mail: manilajoe@ 
hotmail.com) is a club for collectors of the 


vintage С.І. Joe figures, but there are 


informa! groupings and internet forums for 
fans of the new series as well. 


Edwin Andres Ruiz, a 28-year-old 
entrepreneur, represents the new 
generation of G.I. Joe fans, having grown 
up on the Real American Hero series and 


‚ the 1980s cartoon show. He received his 


first С.І. Joe, Duke, when he was 6, and 
began collecting the figures at age 10, 
inspired by an uncle's extensive collection 
of Matchbox cars. 


"| used to watch the cartoons, and | asked 
my parents to buy me the toys at the 
supermarket,” he recalls. "| guess they 
appealed to me because | come from a 
military family. My grandfather was a 
colonel in the Philippine Constabulary, and 
an uncle was a captain. | liked the fact that 
their weapons were small but detailed and 
sophisticated. My interest іп G.I. Joe also 
inspired me to take up taekwondo, arnis 
and aikido." 


College rekindled Ruiz's interest in the 
figures when his best friend got into 
collecting Star Wars figures, and the two 
would raid the toy stores in Greenhills 
together.

Pone know him as the TV comic 
Tado, half of the Strangebrew duo, who 
used to probe city nooks and crevices and 
generally drive people nuts with their 
clueless questions. 


But there's a serious side to this radio, TV | ў 


апа film personality who, off camera, is 
better known as Arvin Jimenez. Behind the | 
zany image is a serious collector of 
miniature beetles, Volkswagen cars that he 
fondly calls "kotseng kuba" (hunchback 
cars). 


In fact, Tado drives a green beetle, what he 
calls his working car, which shouldn't be 
confused with the trusty Volkswagen that 
he and former Strangebrew host Angel 
(a.k.a. "Erning") used to drive on their 
defunct show. 


Explaining away his obsession for 
miniature VWs, Tado quips with 
characteristic humor: “/sang oto lang ang 
kasya sa garahe ko. Eh gusto ko marami, 
kaya kahit laruan, pwede na rin! (Only one 
car can fit into my garage. But | want to 
have a lot more, so even toys will до)" 


Tado's collection of about 200 miniature 
beetles now greets friends and guests from 
behind an antique glass display case, 
although there are more models that he 
keeps in his room: "For my eyes only," he 
says. At night, instead of counting sheep, 
he stares at these hot wheels until he falls 
asleep. 


To beef up his collection, Tado frequents 
the malls and toy shops, among them Toy 
Kingdom, United Toys and Toys 'R Us. If 
you have a lot of money, he adds, 
Greenhills is the place to go. "It has a lot of 
the collectible items, but they can be pretty 


expensive." 


To save money while indulging his interest, 
Tado goes to monthly swap meets 
organized by the Die Cast Car Collectors of 
the Philippines (DCPH). "The beetles are 
priced lower at these meets and the 
collectors are friendly. We exchange toys. 
Those who have excess stocks sell them to 
other collectors." 


Miniature toy cars sell from a low of P250, 
to a high of P600 to P2000 each, 
depending on how rare the model is. Not 
that he's very discriminating when it comes 
to his collection, Tado admits. "The brand, 
the make and the model don't matter much 
to me, as long as it's a hunchback car." 


Like other collectors, he has no set rules 
for buying more stuff. "| just keep buying 
and buying," he says. As a seller, however, 
he can get quite cunning, even capricious, 
Tado says half in jest. "When the buyer 
becomes too persistent and annoying and I 
can see that he really wants my toy, | jack 
up the price, yung presyong di binebenta. 
What ! normally sell for, say P250, goes up 
to P1,500." 


But there's more to Tado's collection than 
plain acquisition. He gets energized just

looking at and handling his collection, he 
confides. "Maybe because | come from a 
working class family and my parents didn't 
buy me too many toys when | was a child. 
So instead of playing with my miniature 
cars, | often just stare at them. | feel good 
every time | do that. I'm happy just fixing 
my collection. In fact, | know when 
somebody else has touched them. So my 
daughters (Leidulataja, Diosa and Indi) 
know that they cannot touch my toys. But | 
do open some that we can play with as a 
family." 


Indeed, Tado's childhood is the stuff of 
telenovelas. Born during a brownout in a 
village near the sea in Baybay, Leyte, Tado 
learned to swim before he could even walk. 
Childhood meant shuttling from Leyte to 
Nueva Ecija to Pasay, back to Leyte and 
then Pasay, depending on which of his 
feuding parents wanted to have custody of 
him. 


To make ends meet, Tado worked both on 
and off camera—as an extra with no 
speaking lines or taong grasa (homeless 
bum), and as utility boy, production 
designer, and assistant director.

P1,600 to P2,200 and above, depending 
on how fancy the pair is,” Bianca says, 
admitting it can be a rather pricey item to 
collect. Again, her being a Converse 


endorser comes in handy. “They do send 
me the latest designs,” she says. “And I'm 


| so thankful!" 


Like any serious accumulator, Bianca 
values the chase, something to pursue 
away from the cameras. “I'm nota 
completist really," she says.

Ruiz even managed to sidestep the 
considerable "geek" image associated with 
toy collecting. 


"In college, our friends would tease us, 
'Ano ba kayo, ang tanda-tanda n'yo na, 
laruan pa rin ang binibili n'yo!' (Hey, aren't 
you too old to be buying toys?)," he recalls. 
"But when they saw my collection, they 
began to appreciate it as well, and to my 
surprise, a number of them eventually 
started their own collections, even after 
graduation." 


For his part, after completing his 
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Entrepreneurial Management course at the 
University of Asia and the Pacific, Ruiz 
decided to name the family construction 
company Gridiron—after a С.І. Joe 
character, naturally. 


Today, although he hasn't joined any of the 
collectors clubs, Ruiz regularly surfs the 
forums in search of new items or just to 
keep updated on trends. At the moment, 
his collection is nearing the 200-mark, 
which is just about 20 per cent of the total 
number of 3 and % inch figures issued so 
far. He also collects the “Sigma 6" 8-inch 
series, which runs as high as P1,000 per, 
depending on the packaging. He has also 
succumbed to the collector's habit of 
buying two of each desirable item: one to 


display and another to squirrel away in 
mint condition for the future, when rarity 
can jack up its price several times. 


Ruiz notes that С.І. Joe has lost much of 
its popularity among kids now that the 
cartoon series no longer airs. Perhaps the 
harsh realities of Iraq and the Al Qaeda 
have an effect, just as Vietnam did. "High- 
schoolers now don't even know who G.I. 
Joe is," he says. 


But knowing that Joe has seen good times 
and bad throughout his 40-plus years, and 
survived, keeps Ruiz and his fellow G.I. 
Joe enthusiasts "semper fi."

An avid collector, Pete continues to search 
for a copy of the mono version of "The 
White Album" even though he already 
owns a CD copy. He also wonders if 
there's a copy somewhere of the Beatles' 
live performance in Manila in 1964. That 
was one of the most controversial Beatles 
concerts ever: After Lennon had claimed 
that they were more popular than Jesus 
Christ and then snubbing the Marcoses’ 
invitation to Malacafiang Palace, the Fab 
Four fled Manila, an angry throng at their 
heels. 


Pete recalls that he once took his family on 
vacation to England to see the landmarks 
of Beatlemania. They visited Apple 
Records studios on Abbey Road, London 
and then rented a car to Liverpool where 
they toured the houses where each of the 
Beatles was born and grew up in. He was 
surprised that there were very little music- 
related memorabilia in their childhood 
homes. They checked out Penny Lane, 
presently just an ordinary street in 
Liverpool's business district, and 
Strawberry Fields, which is now a rundown 
plantation. 


The Beatles collector was also taken aback 
when he saw that Liverpool's Beatles 
Museum has nothing more than photos of 
different periods in the group's career. He 
was particularly disappointed by the 
absence of rare recordings from Liverpool's 
famous sons. He promised himself that his 
planned Beatles museum would be far 
more interesting than Liverpool's attempt at 
preserving the legacy of their hometown 
heroes. 


An old punk song in the early '80s ranted 
that only Beatlemania has bitten the dust. 
Bah, humbug! In Pete's unique universe 
and that of their other fans and collectors, 
Beatlemania rages on. • 
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
